THE RAILROADS. 


A Passenger Rate War Imminent—Hanni- 
bal’s New Depot. 


TOLEDO, O., Dec. 5.—A western passenger 
rate war that has been brewing for some 
time is about to break forth between the 
Cloverleaf (Toledo, St. Louis & Kansas City) 
and the Wabash Rallroads. It is 
claimed that the O(Qloverleaf has been 
selling round-trip tickets to San Francisco 
for $100 against $108.80, the rate established by 
the Central Traffic Association, and to Kan- 
sas City at $13.50 against the established rate of 


$17. The Cloverleafis not a member of any 
traffic association and is therefore not bound 
by any established rules. 

The Wadash, the most active competitor of 
the Cloverleaf, anda member of the Central 
TramMc Association, was compelled to 
either stand aside and let the Cloverleaf have 
allthe business or resign from the Traffic 
Association and meet the Cloverleaf’s cut. 
The Wabash has adopted the latter and it Is 
asserted that the war of rates will result in 
the death of the -Central Traffic Association 
before the World’s Fair opens at Chicago. 


ADVISORY ONLY. 


SUPREME COURT DECISION ON THE POWERS OF 
STATE RAILWAY COMMISSIONERS. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Dec. 5.—The Supreme Court 
to-day rendered a decision in the case of the 
State against the Union Pacific in regard to 
the Kansas Central, on which branch the 
State Board of Ralilroad Commissioners or. 
dered a new track laid. his opinion, Chief 
Justice Horton said: 

**This was a proceeding by mandamus to 
inforce specifically the order of the State 
Board of Railroad Commissioners, requiring 
the replace and repairing of the track of the 


Kansas Central. Railroad. The decision of 
the Supreme Courtis that under the existing 
statutes the orders and recommendations of 
the Board of Raltlroad Commissioners con- 
cerning the repairs of the railroad tracks are 
advisory only. The court therefore holds 
that it cannot make any decree or enter any 
judgment withouta full hearing upon all the 
proper issues in the controversy.’’ 

The Court intimates in its decision that it 
has authority upon sufficient allegations 
of the dangerous condition of the ratiroad, 
if the same are established upon atrial, to 
compel the Kansas Central Railroad or any 
other ¢ompany to perform its charter obliga- 


tions, and for that purpose to com- 
pel a repair of its tracks. The 
State was given leave to amend 


the pleadings and to make full allegations 
showing the neglect of duty complained. 
After issues are joined, the court will pro- 
ceed at once with thetrial of the case. The 
court in its decision refers to the legislation 
which resulted in the adoption of the exist- 
ing statutes, authorizing the appointment of 
railroad commissioners and prescribing their 
duties. 
NEW PASSENGER DEPOT AT NEVADA, 

NEVADA, Mo., Dec. 5.—A number of officers 
of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Railway ar- 
rivedin Nevada by special car to arrange 
for the details for the erection of a 
handsome passenger depot. The party 
consisted of General Superintendent J. J. 
Frey, Master of Transportation Sweeney, 
Division Superintendent W. B. Lyons, J. H. 
Hill, Secretary of the President of the com- 
pany; Mr. Martin, Superintendent of Bridges 
and Buildings; A. B. Thurston, Chief En- 
gineer; P. Rockwell, General Roadmaster, 
and Wm. Otterin, Master of Motive Power. 

The building, as decided upon 
the company, ~ will be a very 
handsome’ structure, two stories high and 
with all modern conveniences. It will be 
constructed of pressed brick, stone trim- 
mings, interior finished In yellow pine, and 
will cost from $25,000 to $30,000. 


SATISFACTORILY ADJUSTED. 
CLEVELAND, O., Dec. 5.—The misunder- 
standing between the local yardmen and the 
Big Four is about to be satisfactorily 


adjusted. General Superintendent Peck 
arrived last night and commenced his in- 
vestigation early this morning. Supt. Sted- 
well was inthe yards all morning and found 
the men in humor toarbitrate. A conference 
was held, at which Quintin signified his in- 
tention of withdrawing his resignation and 
would resume his old position as yardmaster. 
This virtually settles the matter, and what at 
first looked lke a serious blockade has been 


averted. 
NAVIGATING THE EANSAS. 


Congress Will Be Asked for Money to 
Further the Project. 


LAWRENCE, Kan., Dec. 5.—The approaching 
river improvement convention to be held in 
Kansas City has revived in the minds of the 
businéss men of this city the time when 
steamers loeded with supplies came up the 
Kansas Riverasfar as Lawrence and did a 
lively business. The railroads came about 
that time and the commercial trade by water 
ceased. The river had become hard to navi- 
gate on account of the many sand bars and 
impedimeats. No attempt has been made 
since then to make the Kansas River nayi- 
gable. Lawrence business men are now 
taking up the question apropos to the 
coming convention in Kansas City and will 
make a demand upon the —s to ask 
Congress for an appropriation for the tm- 

rovement of the Kansas River as well as the 

issouri River. The Commercial Club last 
night elected two delegates to attend the 
convention and present the matter for con- 
siceration. It is a fact beyond question that 
a moderate expenditure will render the Kan- 
sas River navigabtfe as far as Lawrence. 
Hon. A. R. Greene, one of the State Rallroad 
Commissioners, was in the city to-day and 
talked freely in favor of the wisdom of such 
an expenditure. He said: 

‘*The Kansas River is very easy to control, 
cheaply constructed dykes of stone or brush 
being all that is necessary to confine the 
channel or prevent the erosion of the bank.

FURTHER TROUBLE IN SETTLING THE 
DEAD LEADER’S ESTATE. 


American Singers to Appear atthe Albert 
Hall Concert—A Very Exclusive Per- 
formance—How Disease is Spread In 
London—Parents Responsible—Promi- 
nent Social Events—Gossip of the 
Clubs. 


DUBLIN, Dec. 5.—As the time draws near 
forthe arrivalof Mrs. Parnell and her son, 
John, who, the cable says, sailed from New 
York to-day on the Aurania, more curiosity 
is expressed as to whether their visit will 
have any effect upon the present Irish situa- 
tion. A recently published interview with 
John Parnell, cabled from America, has 
strengthened the belief prevalent a fort- 
night ago, as was cabled you, that if he 
found any support he might, although not 
fitted to do so, endeavorto fill his brother’s 
place. 

Some difficulty has arisen about the settle- 
ment arranged in the Mrs. Parnell case, which 
will probably force the matter into the 
courts after all, but it cannot goon sow till 
next year. Your representative is informed 
on good authority that the difficulty ts due to 
Capt. O’Shea, who under his marriage settle- 
mentand as custodian of the children does 
not approve of the details of the compromise, 
Another opposing force to the settlement is 
the hostility of the Parnellites, who have al- 
ways belleved that the courts would show 
their late leader’s relations with Mrs. O’Shea 
¥n a proper light. 

SAILED FOB IRELAXD. 

NEW YorkK, Dec. 5.—Mrs. Delia S. T. Par- 
nell and her son, John Howard Parnell, were 
among the passengers who sailed on the Au- 
rania to-day. Theirnames were not down 
onthe passenger lists, as they completed 
their arrangements to go at a late hour. 
They will land at Queenstown and from 
there proceed to Cork, where Mrs. Parnell 
will deliver several speeches. Thence they 
will journey to Dublin, where they will be 
met by Mrs. Charies Stewart Parnell. They 
were escorted to the pler by Mr. W. J. 
Knoud, an intimate friend of Mrs. Parnell 
and herson. Ifthe settlement ol the estate 
be concluded then Mrs. and Mr. Parnell will 
return to this country in three or four 
months. A stop will be made at Paris, 
where Mrs. Parnell will meet her son’s 
bankers, 


LONDON’S DEATH RATE. 


CAUSES WHICH HAVE CONTRIBUTED TO MAKE 
IT HIGHER THAN IN OTHER YEARS. 
LONDON, Dec. 5.—The report of the Ken- 
sington Officer of Health, issued this even- 
ing, shows that the recent fatality in London 
has been considerably higher than in the 
preceding years. The main cause has been 
influenza, but other diseases have contrib- 
uted. In Kensington the deaths from 
measles, which were fourteen in 1888, rose to 
140 in 1890, and sofar this year has reached 
143. Dr. Dudfield, the health officer, appears 
to suggest that parents almost encourage the 
spread of measies. He says: ‘‘Not regard- 
ing it as a serious disease, considering it 
moreover to be as inevitable as teething, 
they naturally enough rather like to have all 
the children ill at onceand get the trouble 
over.’’ More care, he thinks, might be taken 
to protect the sufferers against secondary 
affections, which are, as a rule, the imme- 
diate cause of death. That the disease is 
widely spread through the agency of schools, 
he has no doubt. The epidemic is sometimes, 
as in 1890, brought to an end by the recur- 
rence of the long holidays. The deaths in 
London from measles in 1890 were 3, 291. 


AMERICAN, SINGERS, 


SOLOISTS FOR ST ANDREW’S DAY FESTIVAL IN 
LONDON. 

Lowpoxn, Dec. 5.—American singers in 
Londen came intothe foreground this week. 
Mme. Valda and Mme. Belle Cole have been 
selected as soloists for the annual St. An 
drew’s Day festival at Albert Hall, in which 
several thousand Scotchmen living in London 
will be assembled to hear their national bal- 
lads. To-night Valda sang at the first con- 
cert of the Royal Amateur Orchestral So- 
clety, in which the Duke of Edinburgh Is the 
first violin. This is one of the most exclusive 
affairs in the London concert season. No 
tickets are sold except to social swells who 
can afford to pay big prices to go to see the 
second son of the Queen play the fiddle. 

Mrs. Langtry is really ill, amd itlooks like 
a general collapse of her health. She has 
abandoned all her English as wellas Amer- 
ican dates and the company hasbeen dis- 
banded. She will gotothe south of France 
for the winter. 

Henry Irving’s rehearsals of ‘‘Henry VIII.’’

IMPORTANT SOCIAL EVENT OF THE WEEK—CLUB

LonrpDow, Dec. 5.—A social event next week 
will be the marriage of Mrs.Cornwallis West to 
Prince Henry of Piess. Mrs. Cornwallis 
West, who was at St. Margaret’s to-day to 
arrange the details of the ceremony, looks as 
young as her daughter.

She 
has large, dark eyes, afresh complexion, a 
faultless figure and a frank, engaging man- 
ner.

Cavendish College, at Cambridge, has 
closed its doors after a fifteen years’ struggle 
with adversity.

A SOLEMN REQUIEM 


TO BE CELEBRATED IN PARIS OVER THE RE- 
MAINS OF EX-EMPEROR DOM PEDRO. 

Paris, Dec. 5.—Conscious to the endofa 
long illness, in which he suffered froma com- 
plication of diseases, the exiled Emperor 
of Brazil, Dom Pedro de Alcantara, died 
thinking and speaking of his former country. 
Arrangements are being made fora solemn 
requiem mass at the church of the Madeleine, 
previous to the removal of the remains to 
Lisbon for interment. 

He was born in Riode Janeiro in 1815, and 
was the second Emperor of Brazil, suc- 
ceeding his father in 1831, Pedro de Alcantara 
abdicating in his favor. When crowned Em- 
peror he was but 16 years of age. In 184 he 
married Princess Theresa Christina Maria, 
daughter of Francis I., Kingof the two,Sic- 
ilies. By her he had a daughter who in 1871 
was made Regent during her father’s ab- 
sence, and from this regency the troubles 
that led tothe expulsion of Dom Pedro are 
dated. He was regarded as both an able and 
a liberal Emperor, and during his reign slav- 
ery was abolished. In 1889 the memorable 
Brazilian revolution took place, and Dom 
Pedro was dethroned and banished. He 
went to Portugal after his expulsion from 
Brazil,and has ever since resided on the 
continent. ‘

BERLIN, Dec. 5.—The enthusiastic reception 
of Prince Bismarckin Ratzeburg this week

Berlin populace aiso gave him a hearty wel- 
come. These demonstrations of popular 
favor with which the Prince is everywhere 
received on making his appearance, have 
naturally revived the discussion regarding 
his retirement from political life, and the 
possibility of his once more taking the helm 
of State.

The parliamentary method 
was, indeed, tried in the assemblies of 
Frankfurt and Erfurt, but !t miserably failed. 
The success of the Kingof Prussia or of Bis- 
marck (for to either the achievement may be 
attributed) following upon the failure of en- 
thusiasts for a parllament—couid not but have 
its effect upon the action of the new empire. 
A parliament was created, but it was plainly 
intended to discuss, notto govern. The ex- 
ecutive power was entrusted with little re- 
serve, to the Emperor. 
THE EMPEROR’S CREATURE. 

‘In framing the scheme Prince Bismarck 
made a special post for himseif—that of Chan- 
cellor; and as he wastn every’ vefise, except 
in-so-far as his achievements were due to his 
own talents, the creature of the Emperor, 
the post was naturally to be filled, not by 
parliamentary choice, but according to the 
will of the sovereign. The system under 
which Bismarck had risen so high carried in 
it the necessity for his fall.- It required the 
active co-operation of the Emperor, and the 
process by which William Il., as a young 


by Bismarck necessarily prepared him to un- 
derstand the transactions which, apon his ac- 
cession tothe throne, required his decision. 
When Prince Bismarck was dismissed 
the world was astonished, for, naturally 
enough, the reasons were not published. 
Speculators were led to Delleve that 
both men were equally anxious for power 
and equally headstrong; that the Emperor 
was anxious only to removea figure whose 
magnitude might seem to obscure his 
own, The real cause for the dismissal of 
| Prince Bismarck was that there were two 
| policies. There were, of course, differences 
of opinion asto minor matters. The Chan- 
celior held his colleagues to be subordinates 
responsible only to himself. The Emperor 
held himself entitled totheiradvice. There 
were also Other similar pointsin dispute. 
But it appears that the main issue turned 
uponthe Triple Alliance and the relations 
between Germany and Russia. Tils much 
known, the rest can be deduced from it. 
There were buttwo alternatives. Here they 
are: 


CHOOSING ALLIES. 

**Germany, anxious for the status quo and 
confronted by an armed France not less anx- 
ious fora different status, hasto choose be- 
tween the support of Russia and that of 
Austria and Italy. Prince Bismarck, it ap- 
pears, would have preferred that of Russia. 
What is notclear ishow he would have ob- 
tained it. That an attempt was madein this 
directionis undoubted, for the Emperor’s 
first journey was to St. Petersburg. It is 
equally clear that no understanding was 
reached, forthe Czar ostentatiously passes 
through Prussia without returning the visit. 
Probably the Emperor could not accept the 
Czar’sterms. That this is the case, is ex- 
tremely likely for the Czar’s terms must have 
involved the realization of the plans which 
were frustrated by the treaty of Berlin, then 
by the revolution in Eastern Roumeilla. The 
hy pothesis that Prince Bismarck would have 
abandoned Bulgaria and all that goes with it 
and have accepted the consequences to 
Austria, in return for a close alliance with 
Russia, is thus exceedingly probable. The 
Emperor then must have decided to stand by 
Austria, and to support the Austrian rather 
than the Russian view of the future fn South- 
eastern Europe. Prince Bismarck’s policy 
would have secured the immediate future, 
but probably at the cost of a legacy of 
troubles to falltoafter times. The Emper- 
or’s plan risks much in the present for the 
sake of a perhaps greater future. 

‘*With these facts Known it is not reason- 
able to suppose that the Man of Iron will ever 
again control the destinies of the German 
Empire.’’ 2 5

An Eye-Witness Tells the Story of the 
Wanton Killing of the Old Chief 


ST. PauL, Minn., Dec. 5.—Conrad Disstler, 
who made the sixty mile march across the 
deadly sand plains of the Sioux reservation 
from Fort Yates io Grand River, with troop 
F, Eighth Cayalry, the 6th of last December, 
told the whole story of the killing of the aged 
Chief here thisafternoon. He was shown the 


affidavit of Sitting Bull’s wives, charging 
that Bull was murdered and said it was sub- 
Stantially correct.

Remarkable Career of Rev. Father Tolton, 
Officiating at St. Elizabeth’s To-Day. 
Father August Tolton, the only colored 
Roman Catholic priest in the United States, 
and probably in the world, will deliver the 
sermon to-day at St. Elizabeth’s Church on 
Fourteenth street, between Morgan street 
and Franklin avenue. The congregation of 
this church is made up entirely of colored

anxiously looked forward to by them for 


Father Tolton’s life has been a remarkable 
one. He was born a slave and had no 
one to help or advise him 
after he was 7 years of age. 


Commencing at that early age he worked 
during the day and studied at night until he 
was able to goto Rome anid takethe regular 
course in the ‘Theological College there. 
While preparing for this he labored ina 
tobacco factory, earning barely enough to 
keep himself alive, but through it all he 
worked until he succeeded in fitting himseif 
forthe priesthood and was ordained. Now 
he is on equal footing with all other pricey 
in this country and stands high in the est 
mation of all who know him, bothasa stu- 
dent and a man. 

Father Tolton was seen yesterday at the 
humble house of Father Pankin. The house 
isa part of the back end of St. Elizabeth’s 
Church, and is tucked away among a lot of 
old tumbled-down buildings in a nelghbor- 
hood that was once better and more aristo- 
cratic. The two priests were seated together 
in a plain, bare room at either end of 
a table covered witha simple piece of olicioth. 
When the visitor’s errand was explained 
Father Pankin laid down his breviary and 
went off to look tothe setting up of a stove. 
Father To!ton in a most pleasant manner ex- 
pressed his willingness to answer any ques- 
tions that might be asked. His history, as 
learned from him, was in substance as fol- 
lows: 

FATHER TOLTON’S LIFE. 

He was born in Ralls County, Mo., onthe 
Ist of April, 1854, the parents at that time 
being slaves of Stephen Eliiot. Mrs. 
Elliot was the boy’s godmother 
when he was baptized, and 
was always a kind friendtohim. He lived 
in Missouri untilthe beginning of the war, 
when heranaway from home, tie went to 


| Iilinois and found work in Quincy, which he 


made his home from that time forward: He 


| worked in the tobacco factory asa boy and 


as a young man for years. He got his school- 
ing as best he could, sometimes 
at the common schools and some- 
times through private teachers. Attimes 
there was no one to teach him, and he had to 
get along for months ata stretch as best he 
could unaided and alone. Finally he suc- 
ceeded in getting into the Catholic College of 
St. Francis at Quincy. It was not until 1880 
that his great ambition was gratified and he 
succeeded in being sent to Rome. Then he 
entered the Theological College and spent. 
six years in preparing for his future career 
asapriest. The studles were severe, but to 
contrast with his early strug-

cdained a priest and said mass for the first 
time in St. Peter’s Church,

cago, where he still is. He has no church, 
but he holds services every Sunday in the 
basement of St. Mary’s Church and hasa 
faithful congregation of about one hundred 
familes, who attend regularly. 

A SEVERE EXAMINATION, 
Father Tolton gave the 
facts as to his Hfe he chatted pleasantly 
about tis affairs. He said: ‘‘I like tne life tn 
Rome very much, although the studies were 
severe. it was very hard to pass the exam- 
inations. They were in Latin and mostly 
oral, Three cardinals, several archbishops 
and twenty-one instructors all exam- 
ine you at once. Each one had to get 
a chance at you, and I tell you 
they were sharp. They put questions 
atyoutna way that was very trying and 
wanted most accurate answers. lrecollect 
one Franciscan instructor, a little man, who 
knew a great deal. He watched me and 
pounced down on me Ikea hawktrying all 
the time to catch me on some little question, 
My examination that time lasted over an 
houranda half. If you fail, it requires an- 
other six months’ study before youcan un- 
dergo examination again.’’ In speaking of his 
propects of getting a churchhe said: ‘‘Itis 
hard work, you Know,and I would much 
rather work for the money than _ to 
ask eae, ie feel it would be 
much better if Icould work and labor, in- 
Stead of asking others to do it all. lam hope. 
ful, however, and expect to do very well 
With it.’’ 

Father Tolton spoke of other Inatters. He 
displayed unusual intelligence in’ his conver- 
sation and a great command of English, He 
Will remain in the city for some days yet.

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CHATTING WITH IRVING.

THE ENGLISH TRAGEDIAN TELLS THE 
SECRE1S OF THE GREEN-ROOM, 


In Making Up the Face the Size of the 
Etage and the Illumination Must 
Be Considered—How Eyebrows and 
Wrinkles Are Made. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY POSsT-DISPATCH. 

LONDON, Nov, 24.—It took a great deal of 
patience to gain an interview with Henry 
Irving. However, one morning I met him by 
chance as he wascoming from the theater. 
I introduced myself and quickly delivered my 
petition, asking him to allow me to be pres- 
ent some evening in his dressing room while 
he was makingup. I was convinced that an 
actor like Irving could teach me more of the 
art of making up in one hour than I was able 
to pick up in months of practical experience. 
Imademy request so urgent that he could 
not refuse it, the more so as he seemed to be 
in a great hurry and anxious to get rid of me. 
A few evenings later the stout janitor growl- 
ingly let me enter, The day before I had 
sentan appropriate present to his master, 
including a note reminding him of his prom- 
ise. 

At the time a revival of the ‘‘Merchant of 
Venice’’ was the attraction at the Lyceum, 

Entering the dressing-room with its mir- 
rors, wardrobes, screens and toilet tables, on 
which wool, wigs, powder boxes, bottles of 
all sizes and sticks of grease paint were lying 
in great disorder, I found the actor already 
dressed for his part, but his face was not yet 
madeup. He nodded to me and beckoned 
his dresser,a mere boy, to proceed in his 
work. 

**No set rules can be laid down for making 
up faces,’’ began Irving, seated comfortably 
in an armchair. ‘‘A painter mightas well 
try to give to his pupils in a few set rules the 
drawing of a Raphael or the coloring of a 
Titian. Every Thespian must study these 
things for himself, as they cannot be taught, 
The ordinary text books are valueless; never- 
theless Imight be able to give you afew 
valuable hints.’’ 

In the meantime the little dresser had 
combed the Shylock wig, and now handed it 
to Irving, who seized it at the temples and 
drew it down on his head, and then holding 
one hand on the rt soas not to remove it 
again, pulled the ‘‘poil’’ of - the wig down- 
ward with the otherhand. This is the only 
right way to put on a wig. 

*The object of making up is not to mask 
the face, but to aid and emphasize its expres- 
ssion. Thisis the most important point 
DR our art and sbould never be lost sight of,’’ 
he resumed, undergoing the unpleasant pro- 


cedure of Saving his entire face smeared with 
cold cream and then carefully wiped off with 


a towel, 

‘*The best material for beards is soft, raw 
wool, like this,’’ and he seized a small jump 
of dark-brown and mixed it with a lighter 
shade; ‘‘not put up in braids as very often 
sold at the wig-makers. Good wool if pulled 
should not tear, even if drawn in long strips 
to the thinness of a spider’s web.’* Holdin 
the wool in the ieft hand he modeled it wit 
the right: until it had the desired shape of a 
goa and slight mustache. Then the

To counter 
feit eyes that have been weeping rose color |s 
used, forthe expression of grief ght gray 
(antimony). Eyebrows that begin near the 
root of the nose ang slant upward impart the 
cunning, diabolical expression of Mephis- 
topheles. A strong black dot at the inside 
corner of the eye heightens this effect. Tie 
eye of a madman is represented by a red line 
under the eye, also by reddening the space 
between the upper eyelid and brow. 

Sternness, such as is desirable in Shylock, 
may be acquired instantly in drawing two 
vertical lines between the eyes. By far the 
best advice wasthat thecolorof the brow 
should always be darker thanthat of the 
hair, and the colorof the hair darker thas 
that of the beard or mustache, 

‘*You see, all that is needed to acquire the 
principles of thisact isto watch stage by 
stage the work of facia! transformation that 
any competent actor accomplishes in an 
elaborate character role as, for instance, 
Shylock.’’

Whoever 
has seen him in the last act of ‘‘Louls XI.,’’ 
must necessarily be greatiy impressed by Irv- 
ing’s talent for making up.

‘‘Wrinklescan only be drawn where the 
face suggests wrinkles, otherwise the make- 
upturnsinto a caricature. “The whole 5e- 
cret of making up consists in knowing what 
to leave out, A few dots and lines with red 
or Diack at the eyebrows, nostrils or corners 
of the mouth are sufficient to change a whale 
countenance,’’ 

In making up the actor always considers 
beforehand the size and arrangement of fl- 
lumination of the theater he Is to play tn. 
The lighter the theater is the more careful he 
has to be. 

‘‘A make-up exactly sulted for the large 
Stage of the Drury Lane would appear @ 
ni tful daub in the Lyceum,’’ remarked

The actor has also to consider a certain 
central point of observation, and Irving 
accomplished this by introducing into bis 
dressing-room an expedient, the discovery 
of which is credited to Charles Fechter. He 
arranged electric lights on either side of his 
large make-up pier glass. By walking 
toward or away from the mirror the actor 
can study how bis tace will appear tothe 
audience in various parts of the theater. 

Betore this mirror stood Henry Irving, giv- 
ing a few last touches to his costume and wig, 
when the call boy knocked at the door, 
proated oy your cal. Koop. your Fes open 

our call. Keep yo 
and all wi 1 come of itself. Noactor who has 
not a mastery of this art can properly rank 
as first class. 

Then he left with a nod, and a minute later 
he entered upon the stage with his pecullar 
stride and step, familiar to every Londoner, 
and ejaculated: ‘Three thousand ducats— 
well!’ ©.

They 
had found neither ‘in Bayreuth; they 
had walked Bayreuth = streets a while 
in sorrow, then gone to Nuremberg and 
found neither beds nor standing room and 
had walked those gqnaint streets all night 
waiting for the hotels to open and empty 
their guests into the trains and so make room 
for these, their defeated brethren and 
sisters in the faith. - They had endured from 
thirty to forty hours’ rallroading on the Con- 
tinent of Europe—with all which that im- 
plies of worry, fatigue and financial impov- 
erishment—and all they had got andall they 
were to get forit was handiness and accu- 
racy in Kicking themselves, acquired by 
practice in the back streets of the two towns 
when other people were in bed, for back they 
must gooverthat unspeakable journey with 
their pious mission unfulfilled. These humil- 
lated outcasts had the frowsy and unbrushed 
and apologetic look of wet cats, and their 
eyes were glaze with drowsiness, their 
bodies were adroop from crown to sole, and 
all kind-hearted people refrained from ask- 
ing them ifthey had been to Bayreuth and 
failed to connect, as knowing they would He. 

We reached here (Bayreuth) about mid- 
afternoon of a fainy Saturday. We were of 
the wise, and haa secured lodgings and opera 
seats months in advance, 

Tam not a mrusival critic; and did not come 
here to write essays about the operas and de- 
liver Judgment upon their merits. The little 
children of Bayreuth could do that witha 
finer sympathy anda broader intelligence 
than I. I only care to bring four or five 
pilgrims to ithe operas, pilg rims able to ap- 
preciate them and enjoy them. What I 
might write about the performances to put 
in my odd time would be offered to the public 
AS Inerely a cat’s view of a king, and not of 
didactic value. 

Next day, which was Sunday, we left. for 
the eo ra-house—that is to say, the Wagner 
tem pie—a littie after the middle of the after- 
noon. The great building stands all by itself, 
grand and lovely, on high ground outside the 
town. We were warned that if we arrived 
aiter4o’clock we should be obliged to pay 
$2.50 apiece extra by way of fine, We saved 
that;andit may be remarked here that this 
is the only opportunity Europe offers of sav- 
ing money. There was a big crowd inthe 
#rounds about the building, and the ladies’ 
dresses took the sun with fine effect. I donot 
mean to intimate that the ladies were in full 
Gress, for that was not so. 
pretty, but neither sex was in evening dress, 

The interior of the building is simple—se- 
verely so; butthere is no occasion for color 
and decoration, since the people sit in the 
dark. The auditorium has the shape of a 
keystone, with the stage at the narrow end. 
‘There ts an aisle on each side, but no aisle in 
the body of the house. Each row of seats ex: 
_tendsinan unbroken curve from one side of 

the house tothe other. There are seyen en- 
trance doors on each side of the theater and 
jour at the butt enu—eighte@n doors to admit 
andemit 16,50 persons. The numberof the 
particular door by which you are to enter the 
house or leave it is printed on your ticket 
and you can use no door bit that one, Thus. 
crowding and confusion are Impossible, Not 
somanyasa hundred people use any 
door, Thisis better than having the usual

cate his eyes with, and the dumb acting 
couldn’t mar these pleasures, because there 
isn’t often anything in the Wagner opera that 
one would call by such a violent name as act 
ing; asa rule all you would see would bea 
couple of silent people, one of them enemy 
still, the other catching files. Of course, 
do not really mean that he would be catching 
files, I only mean that the usual Operatic ges- 
tures, which consist in reaching first one 
hand out into the air and then the other, 
might suggest the sport Ispeak of if the op- 
erator attended strictly to business and ut- 
tered no sound. 

This present opera was ‘‘Parsifal.’’ Mme. 
Wagner does not permit its presentation 
anywhere butin Bayreuth. The first actof 
the three occupied two hours, and I enjoyed 
that in spite of the singing. 


I trust that I know as weilas anybody that. 


singing is one of the most entrancing and be- 
witching and moving and eloquent of all the 
vehicles invented by man for the ~~ 
of feeling; but itseems to me that a chie 

virtue in song is melody, air, tune, rhythm, 
or what you please to callit, and that when 
this feature is absent what remainsis a pic- 
ture with the color left out. I was not able 
to detect in the vocal parts of ‘‘Parsifal’’ 
anything that might with confidence be 
called rhythm or tune or melody; one person 
performed at a time—anda long time, too— 
often in a noble and alwaysin a high-priced 
voice; but he only pulled out long notes, then 
some short ones, then another long one, 
then- a sharp, quick peremptory bark 
or two—and so on and so on; and 
when he was done you saw that the informa- 
tion which he had conveyed had not compen- 
sated for the disturbance. Not always, but 
pretty often. If twoofthem would but put 
in a duet occasionally and blend the voices; 
Dut no, they don’t dothat. The great mas- 
ter, who Knew so well howto make a hun- 
dred instruments rejoice in unison and pour 
out their souls in mingled and melodious 
tides of delicious sounds, deals only in barren 
solos when he puts in the vocal parts. It 
may be that he was deep and only added the 
singing to his operas for the sake 
of the contrast it would make 
with the music. Singing! It does seem 
the wrong name toapply to it. Strictly de- 
scribed, it isa practicing of difficult and un- 
pleasant iniervals, mainly. An ignorant per- 
gon gets tired of listening to gymnastic Iinter- 
vais in the long run, no matter how pleasant 
they may be. In ‘‘Parsifal’’ there isa her- 
mit named Gurnemanz who stands on the 
stage inthe one spotand practices by the 
hour, while first one and then another char- 
acter of the cast endures whathe can ofit 
and retires to die. 

During the evening there was an intermis- 
sion of three-quarters of an hour after the 
first act and one an hour long after the sec- 
ond. In both instances the theater was 
totally emptied. People who had previously 
engaged tables inthe one sole eating house 
were able to putin theirtime very sSsatisfac- 
torily ; the other thousand went hungry. The 
opera was conciuded at 10in the evening ora 
little later. When we reached home we had 
been gone more than seven hours. Seven 
hours at $5 a ticket is almost too much for the 
money. 

While browsing about the front yard among 
the crowd between the acts I encountered 
twelve or fifteen friends from different parts 
those of them who were

Ishall stop calling him Waggner, on the 
American plan, and hereafter call him Voug- 
ner, as per Germar custom, for I feel entirely 
friendly now. The minute we get reconciled 
toa person, how willing we are to throw 
aside little, needless punctilios and pro- 
nounce his name right! 

Of course I came home wondering why peo- 
ple should come from all the corners of 
America to hear these operas, when we have 
lately hada seasonor two of themin New 
York with these same singersin the several 
parts, and possibly this same orchestra. I 
resolved to tnink that out at all hazards. 

Tuesday.—Yesterday they played the only 
operatic favorite I have ever had—an opera 
which has always driven me mad with ignor- 
ant delight wheneverI have heard it— 
‘**Tannhauser.’’ I heardit first when! was 
a youth, I heard it last inthe last German 
season in New York. 1 was busy yesterday, 
and I did not intend to go, knowing I should 
have another ‘‘Tannhauser.’ opportunity in 
a few days; but after 5 o’clock I found myseif 
free and walked out tothe opera house and 
arrived about the beginning of the second 
act. My opera ticket admitted me to the 
grounds in front, past the policemen and the 
chain, and I] thought I would takearestona 
bench foran hour or two and walt for the 
third act. 

In a moment orso the bugles blew, and the 
multitude began to crumble apart and melt 
into the theater. I will explain that this 
bugle call is one of the pretty features here. 
You see, the theater is empty, and hundreds 
of the audience are a good way off in the feed- 
ing house; the first bugie callis blown about a 
quarter of an hour before time for the curtain 
to rise. This company of buglers, in uniform 
march out with military step and send out 
over the landscape a few bars of the theme of 
the approaching act, piercing the distances 
with the gracious notes, then they march to 
the other entrance and repeat, Presently they 
dothis over again.

called (his own name being unpronounceable 
by Polynesians) the Writer of Tales—Tusitala, 
This isthe same person who is now trying, 
about 6 o0’clock of a sunny morning, and dl- 
verted by the chirruping of many birds, to 
string together his unimportant information 
for the reader’s benefit. 

The harbor of Pangopango (written in Sa- 
moan spelling Pagopago) cuts nearly through 
the narrow, steep and crooked isle. A single 
ridge divides it from the other shore and the 
bay of Fangasa. A road, which is a good 
road for Samoa, but degenerates at last into 
a ladder of roots and rocks, carries you 
through the midst of forests to the top; 
twenty feet infront the opposite declivity 
olunges sheer. It seems you might rolla 
poulder on the roof of the unseen village 
at your feet, and through clouds of follage 
the sun shines upon blue water, rock and 
leaping spray. 

The basin, some half mile in width, lies so 
{fncased with mountains that the breeze ls 
frequently shut out. Adraughtenters by the 
gea mouth, squalls burst inattimes by the 
gullies of the mountain, butthe main river 
of the trade scorns that crater-like depres- 
sionand streams overhead. Day and pight 
the scroll of trade wind cloud Its unrolled 
across the sky, now in huge continents, how 
inathin drift of debris, singular shapes of 
things protracted and deformed, beasts and 
trees, and heads and torsos of old marbles, 
hurried athigh speed from hilito hill, and 
changing, fainting and vanishing as they fly. 
Meanwhile the surface of the harbor lies be- 
low unruffieéd, now of a heavenly bDiue, now 
green like a forest pool, bright in the shal- 
lows, dark in the midst with the reflected 
sides of woody mountains. At times a flicker 
of silver twinkles and disappears on the som- 
ber ground, and you might think a wind was 
troubling the dark water. but the flickering 
is that of fishes. 

Right in the wind’s eyea mountain stands 
conspicuous, designed like an old fort, with 
naked cliffy sides and a green head. Its bulk 
divides the dawn; you would say that two 
suns were rising, one to the south, one to 
the north of that pale mountain;and after 
the night is beginning, and colors and shapes 
at the sea level are already confounded In the 
grayness of the dusk, Pioa (which Is the 
mountain’s name) retains for some time a 
tinge of rose, It is strange to ply below tn the 
Gark harbor under midnight stars, to have 
forgot the day, to look up suddenly in the 
east and find that phantom glow still linger- 
ing. The so-called hurricane that made 
Samoa famous and bestrewed the coasts of 

Upolu with the bodies of white sailors, 
aithough itspared Pangopango, raged with 
violence against the summit of Pioa; the 
woods were stripped in the space of one 
hight of all their foliage, and the mountain 
stood in the morning as though struck witha 
sudden autumn, Pioa is, besides, the dls- 
penser of continual rains that drench and 
make green the harbor. Squalls congregate 
upon its head, take new shapes, and Seeim to 
linger there, Thence they descend suddenly 
inthe form ofa white veli; the surface of 
the bay is seentofoam under the rain, the 
foaming approaches swiftly as the flieht of 
birds. eta moment and the walls rattle 
andthe roof resounds under the squall. A 
moment or two more and the sun smiles 
Szain on dripping forests. These are the 
works of Pioa; and its height is less than 
1,500 feet. '

They are now 
shrunk into five hamlets; at night it is only 
here and there thata light twinkies,in the 
morning only here and there that the smoke 
of cooking drifts and disperses in the forest. 
A path girdles the whole shore,a rude enough 
causeway, which falls if you sit upon its mar- 
gin, but makes passage easy. The near hill 
climbs abruptly, making a profile of leaves 
upon the sky.

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APES WILL TALK. 
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How Prof. R. L. Garner Will Study 
Their Language. 


HE WILL INVADE AFRICA WITH PHO- 
NOGRAPH AND CAMERA. 


How Simians Will Be Induced to Permit 
Their Actions to Be Recorded—Novel 
Plans to Trap the Gorilias—Arrange- 
ments for the Trip of the Ixpert in 
Monkey Language. 


Written for the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

Mr. R. L. Garner, whose exhaustive re- 
searches and interesting experiments in the 
language of the monkey have already been 
referred to at some length in the Post-Dis- 
PATCH, is preparing to make atripto Africa, 
where in the great equatorial forest he in- 
tends to study the habits of the gorilla, 
chimpanzee and other giants of the genus 
simia. 

He hopes not only to gain much valuable in- 
formation about the mode of life of these 
interesting creatures, but is confident that he 
will make discoveries in the line of his 
theory that the simians have a well defined 
language, and will be enabled to makea great 
advance in his efforts to formulate the lan- 
guage and largely increase his vocabulary of 
‘*monkey words.’’ 

The details ofthe trip have not as yet been 
fully completed, but Mr. Garner has made 
plans for the construction of some novel and 
ingenious apparatus, which, he believes, will 
enable him to carry on his investigations 
with a minimum of danger and a maximum 
of results. 

It has beengthe general idea, in conse- 
quence of the experience of Stanley, Emin, 
Du Chalilu and other African explorers, that 
the great apes of the Dark Continent were 
nocturnal in their habits. 

MAY NOT BE OF NOCTURNAL HABITS. 

Mr. Garner tis inclined to question the cor- 
rectness ofthese conclusions. Ina conver- 
sation with Mr. Stanley during his last visit 
to this country Mr. Garner asked the rescuer 
of Emin the question if, when he met go- 
rillas at night, his men were at rest or were 
moving. 

In nearly every case, Mr. Stanley admitted, 
the men were moving,and Mr. Garner finds 
that this is generally true in the experience 
of other explorers. 

From this heargues the probabilities are 
that the apes, instead of roaming around at 
night, were disturbed intheir resting places 
by the gpproach of men. They naturally 
keep out of the way of man and are thus sel- 
dom seen inthe day time. Itis onthis ac- 
count, Mr. Garner is inclined to think, that 
they have earned the reputation of being 
night prowling animals. 

While taking this view Mr. Garner intends 
to goto Africa fully equipped to study the 
ape; his language and his habits, even if he 
does attend to all his business after the sun 
goes down, and expects to spend many 
nights alone in the depths of the forest. 

In order toinsure bis spending more than 
one night thus, in condition to pursue his In- 
vestigations. he has invented one of his most 
ingenious devices. It consists of a huge 
cage, as largeasan ordinary room. At first 
he intended butlding the cage of steel, and 
according to his ortginal plans it would have 
weighed inthe neighborhood of aton. Ex- 
periments proved to him that a combination 
of aluminium and hard wood would give 
equally satisfactory resuits,so far as strength 
is concerned, as would the steel, while the 
weight would be reduced from a ton to about 
900 pounds—a mighty important item in such 
an undertaking. 

INTENDED FOR THE MAN. 

This cage is not intended to confine the 
animals on which Mr. Garner expects to ex- 
periment, but will be used primarily to pro- 
tect him from them, and secondarily as an 
important adjunct to his investigations. 

He will take it with him until such time as 
he finds a portion of the forestin which the 
gorilla and other great simians are plentiful; 
then it will be taken intothe woods and set 
up. 

So as to make it doubly safe it will be an- 
chored at each corner Dy heavy chains run- 
ning from the cage to convenient trees. This 
will prevent the wild beasts from either 
overturning it or carrying it bodily away 
and thus making him an object of investiga- 
tion instead of an investigator. It will be 
strong enough to resist the attacks of the 
most powerful animals in the African for- 
ests. 

When night comes Mr. Garner will enter 
the cage and make himself as comfortable as 
a man can be alone in a dense forest at night, 
surrounded by all manner of ferocious beasts, 
from which he is only protected by slender 
bars of wood and metal. He will thus await 
tne appearance of the game for which he is 
hunting. The furnishings of the cage will be 
more novel and curious than the cage itself. 
Inside there will be an electric apparatus and 
aseries of wires and buttons arranged to 
work the various paraphernalia, 

At the top of each corner on the outside will 
bea powerful electric search light, so ar- 
ranged that any portion of the forest can be 
lighted up. Inthe center of the top will be 
an instantaneous photographic apparatus 
working with a flash light, which can be 
trainea by means of electricity in any direc- 
tion, and which can be focussed to any de- 
sired distance. Immediately under this 
instrument will be a dia! with a phosphorized 
face, which can be read without difficulty in 
the dark, by means of which Mr. Garner can 
tell when the camera 1s ready for work. | 

AN IMPROVED PHONOGRAPH. 

One of the most important Implements in 
the cage will be a phonograph, for itis with 
this instrument that Mr. Garner has accom- 
plished so much in the discovery of what 
moeeye say to each other and how they 
Say it. 

As a result of his former experiments he has 
been able to make several suggestions to Mr, 
Edison which will materially improve the 
phonograph for his pur and the Wizard 
of Menlo Park has promised to make a special 
instrument for this African expedition and 
for the general experimentation in brute

With the old instrument it was Impossible 
to catch this talk, and thus much important 
data was lost. With the tmproved tnstru- 
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ment this point isnot only made, but in ad- 
dition the sounds made by one monkey can 
oe used asa bait to catch the talk of others. 

This improved instrument will be placed in 
the cage. 

WILL AWAIT THE GORILLA. 

Thus equipped Mr. Garner will wait the ap- 
proach of the gorilla which he desires toen- 
gage in conversation. If the animal, of his 
own free will, comes up to the cage and talks 
into the funnel of the phonograph, which 
will be so arranged that he can do so without 
trouble, well and good. If not, the bait, 
which will consist of acylinder containing 
the talk of some of the chimpanzees, or other 
ee grade apes now in captivity, will be 
used. 

Mr. Garner has no doubt that this will be 
successful, and that he will get many inter 
esting and instructive dialogues, Not only 
this; but he will, by means of his search 
lights and photographic instruments, be able 
to get valuable photographs. 

When the ape is talking intothe phono- 
graph the camera will be trained on him, 
and as many snap shots will be taken of him 
in that position as possible. These pictures 
will not only be of great helpto Mr. Garner 
in his effort toconnect words with actions as 
they relate to the apes, but will furnish him 
with irrefragible evidence of the truth of the 
many strange stories he expects to be able to 
tell when he returns to civilization. 

USES OF THE SEARCH LIGHTS. 

Another use ofthe search lights and the 
camera will be in getting views of animal 
lifeinthe great forest at night. When the 
man in the cage hears anolse in the woods 
in any direction, by simply touching a couple 
of buttons he can send a flood of light 1n tnat 
direction which will reveal the whole forest 
and its occupants; the touching of a couple of 
more buttons will set the camera at work 
andthe entire scene wilt be reproduced as 
many times as Mr. Garner desires and as 
ae as anything interesting remains in 
sight. 

By this means he expectsto add largely to 
the fund of information regarding the ap- 
pearance and habitsof larger fauna of the 
equatorial forestin addition to the special 
objects of his stuay—the great apes. 

W hile his main object Is not the destruction 
of the inhabitants of the forest, Mr. Garner 
wil: go fully prepared to Klll any specimens 
he may destre to save. 

Here, too, his ingenuity comes into play. 
Instead of loading himself down with rifles 
heavy enough to Kill lions, elephants, go- 
rillas, and such like big game, and theircon- 
sequent big ioad of ammunition, he proposes 
to go back to an improvement on the weapons 
of the savages themselves and will use a 
blowgun of bis own invention. This he re- 
gards as a much more efficacious weapon for 
his purpose than firearms both by reason of 
its silence and certainty. 

As to the gun irseif not much need be said, 
as it differs little from the sumpitan of the 
native of Borneo orthe blowgun of the Ama- 
zonian Indians. 

AN INGENIOUS DART. 

It isin the dart that Mr. Garner’s weapon 
shows itssupertority. This wlll consist ofa 
hollow steel head anda light shaft, so ar- 
ranged that when it strikes its quarry the 
shaft wil fall off and in doing so throw open 
the hollow place in the head. 

This hollow will be charged with prussic 
acid in suftictent quantity to produce almost 
instant deathinthe strongest animal. The 
whole weight of the missile will not be over 
halfanounce. Withasufficient number of 
these darts Mr. Garner believes he can get-all 
the specimens he desires,and he will not 
have to go far from the place they were 
struck in order to find them. 

While thoroughly equipped for night work, 
so that he can be confident that he can learn 
all about the great African simians, provided 
their habits are nocturnal, should it turn out 
thatthe gorilla and his confreres are, after 
all, with the exception of a few dissipated 
young simians, respectable animals, who, as 
a rule, transact their business by the light of 
day and sleep at night, he will be equally well 
prepared for business. 

ln that case he will not, however, have so 
much use for his cage and search lights. 

Just what plan he will_take he hasnot as 
yet decided upon, That will, of course, have 
to be largely decided by conditions as he 
finds they exist when he arrives at the scene 
of operations. 

One plan, however, which he willtry is to 
place his phonograph in some favorable post- 
tion, bait it witha loaded cylinderand wait 
for the gorilla. When he approaches the 
camera Will be used as freely as possible. 

OTHER KINDS OF BAIT. 

Other bait will be probably used beside the 
cylinder, with the expectation of securing 
different speaking impressions, as it were, 
from the apes. Food and drink, for example, 
Mr. Garner has anidea could be used to ad- 
vantage. and what they say and how they act 
under the influence of the different baits, all 
of which will be faithfully recorded by the 
phonograph and camera, he thinks will be of

The above plans are, of course, only a por 
tion, and a very small portion, of the work 
which Mr. Garner has in view during his stay 
on the Dark Oontinent. 

‘*I fully expect,’’ he said to me recently, 
**to return from the trip with a great store of 
information which will prove the truth of my 
theory beyond peradventure of a doubt, and 
which will add iargely to my vocabulary of 
simian words. here will, of course, be 
many dangers to encounter, and I shall take 
every ycaseres possible to surmount the 
difficulties and evade the dangers. I certain- 
ly am not going to Africa to get killed if I can 
avoid it, and I have no doubt of being able to 
aceomplish what I set out to do, and tore 
turn with the results of my work.’’ 

Mr. Garner does not as yet siefinitely know 
when he will start for Africa. ‘‘The only 
fact which has been definitely decided is that 
lam going,’’ he said. ‘‘The matter of de- 
tails has yet to be arranged, and that will all 
be done at the proper time. I cannotas yet 
say who will be of the party. Perhaps sev- 
eral gentiemen will join me, Their atten- 
tion, however, if they go, wlll be devoted to 
other branches of science or to hunting big

A cup of milk was offered, but was con- 
temptuously refused; then a carrot was 
thrust into the cage; this the monkey grabbed 
without hesitation and began to eat. The 
friend was thoroughly convinced not only 
that monkeys could talk, but that Mr. Garner 
could talk to them, 

in Cincinnati and other places he has made 
similar experiments with precisely the same 
results. 

ONLY SPEAK THEIR OWN LANGUAGE. 

In his experiments Mr. Garner has found 
that monkeys of different species make en- 
tirely different sounds, and that no matter 
how long they may associate with each other 
they never learneach other’s language. In 
this they differ somewhat from humans. 

For instance, says Mr. Garner, a Sapajon 
will never, no matter how long they may be 
together, make the same sounds as a cupu- 
cive, noteven with a brogue, as it were, 
though these two species seem to be nearly 
related. There appearsto be some radical 
difference in the vocal organs of the two. 

‘*I know that at first glance an unthinking 
mind revards the idea of holding commun!- 
cation with the lower animals asa joke,’’ 
said Mr. Garner, ‘‘but it Is Dy nomeans a 
joke, and I shall most surely prove that it is 
not only practicable, but almost as easy as it 
is for a German, for instance, to learn Span- 
ish oramanof any raceor nation to learn 
the language of another. 

**When the idea first cameto me that the 
monkeys had a regular language which was 
capable of being formulated into a vocabu- 
lary [came tothe conclusion that, inasmuch 
as man was the most richly endowed with 
the capability of using his vocal organs, 
if it were desirabie to have verbal communi- 
cation with the lower animals it was neces- 
sary that man should learn their language 
and not attempt to teach them his, and I 
made up my mind thatl would endeavor to 
rearn the language of the lower animals, he- 
ginning with the monkeys, as being nearest 
to man.’’ 

WILL NEVER SPEAK AS HUMANS. 

**Do you Delieve that monkeys will ‘ever be 
able to speak the human language?’’ L asked. 

‘**No! lam sure that they will not. , Their 
vocal organs are not sufficiently developed to 
enable them to form such sounds as are used 
for words by humans. We must gotothem 
if we wish to talk with them, for they cannot 
come to us.’”’ 

Mr. Garner is an enthusiast on fhis subject, 
anda most interesting enthusiast, too. He 
has had many entertaining experiences dur- 
ing the course of his experiments, and tells 
these in a pleasing way.

Reading the life 
of a prelate for points in hygiene may strike 
you as traversing the intention of biography 
nevertheless the points were there, an 
plenty ofthem,. The way excellent people of 
the highest characterand cultivation have 
habitually trampied on every law of heaith, 
human and divine, the morbid feelings and 
views which grow out of this neglect, and 
the moral overturnings and struggies which 
ensue will invoke a new system of history. 
ony the biending of physician and divine 
with the manor affairs can make the true 
biographer a historian. Tiil he comes, let- 
ters and anecdotes give the truest reading of 
asubject. Interpretation is impertinence. 

J. H. Newman, Cardinal, is of no more 
interest than one of a thousand other his- 
torical personages, but little John Newman 
whose father writes him at the mature aye of 
5 that ‘*you will observe that you must learn 
something new every day, or you will no 
longer be called a clever boy,’’ the child who 
is sent to the great school of 200 people at 
Eating when only 7, whom the master finds 
crying by himself when bis father and 
mother have ieft him, and who creeps into 
our hearts by sweet touches of childishness, 
we follow with sympathy through life. Aty 
he jots in his puc«et diary May 4, that he 
‘*heard the cuckoo .for the first time,’’ and

Cape Colony compares the young ostrich that 
has just cleared its nest to a hedgehog 
mounted on stiltsand provided witha long 
neck.

$150 ,00) worth of second grade. 

An ostrich farm yields from 3) to 8 per 
cent oa its original investment, and in pros- 
perous times times as high as 10 per cent. 
The rational breeding of the ostrich ts of 
vast importance to Cape Colony. Years 
axo Dirds were exported to Australla with 
such a favorable result that the Government 
of the cape imposeda tax of $0 per bird 
and $25 for every unhatched egg for exporta- 
tion tariff, in order to protect its own In- 
dustry. This killed the export entirely. 

Inthe year 1875 the number of tame os- 
triches inthe cape reached the astounding 
sum of 32,000, although the breeding of os- 
triches was not commenced until 1863. To- 
day that number has more than doubled it- 
self, for in the meantime the incubators 
have been largely improved. 

During the laying season, which comes 
with the end of the rainy ponte. the ostrich 
ben lays one egg every other day until she 
has deposited from fifteen to twenty eggs in 
the sand-plle nest, a quantity just od og 
enough to cover the same with her y 
when hatching. By ‘gradually taking away 
One egg after another, as we do with our hens, 
the big bird can be induced to lay on anav- 
erage thirty eggs, andin exceptional cases 
even sixty have been accumulated.

and I did not intend to go, knowing I shoul 

have another ‘‘Tannhauser.’ opportunity in 
a few days; but after 5 o’clock I found myseif 
free and walked out tothe opera house and 
arrived about the beginning of the second 
act. My opera ticket admitted me to the 
grounds in front, past the policemen and the 
chain, and I thought I would take a restona 
bench foran hour or two and walt for the 
third act, 

In a moment orso the bugles blew, and the 
multitude began to crumble apart and melt 
into the theater. I will explain that this 
bugle cail is one of the pretty features here. 
You see, the theater ts empty, and hundreds 
of the audience are u good way off in the feed- 
ing house; the first bugie callis blown about a 
quarter of an hour before time for the curtain 
torise, This company of buglers, in uniform 
march out with military step and send out 
over the landscape a few bars of the theme of 
the approaching act, plercing the distances 
with the gracious notes, then they march to 
the other entrance and repeat. Presently they 
do this over again.

he never stales. Eighteen years ago | 
was in London, and I called at an 
Englishman’s house on a, bleak and 
fogg and dismal December after- 
noon to vigit his wife and married daughter, 
by appointment. I waited halfan hour, and 
then they arrived, frozen. They expiained 
that they had been delayed by an unlooked- 
for circumstance; while passing In the neigh- 
borhood of \arlborough House they saw a 
crowd gathering, and were told that the 
Prince of Wales was about to drive out, so 
they stopped to get asightofhim. They had 
waited a half hour onthe sidewalk, freezing 
with the crowd, but were disappointed at 
last—the Prince had changed his mind, I 
said, with a good deal of surprise: 

‘*Is it possible that you two have livedin 
London ali your lives and have never seen 
the Prince of Wales?’’™ 

Apparently it was-their turn to be sur- 
prised, for they exclaimed: 

‘*‘Whatanidea! Why, we Have seen him 
hundreds of times,’’ 

They had seen him hundreds of times, yet 
they had waited half an hourin the gloom 
and the bitter cold, inthe midst of a jam of 
patients from the same asylum on the chance 
of seeing him again. It wasa stupefying 
statement, butone is obliged to believe the 
English, even when they say athing like 
that. Ifumbled around for aremark and 
got out this one: 

*‘*l can’t understand it at all. If I had 
never seen Gen, Grant, I doubtif I would do 
that even to get a sight of him,’’ witha 
slight emphasis on the last word. 

Their blank faces showed that they won- 
dered where the parallelcame in, Then they 
said biandly: 

‘‘Of course not. He is only a President.’’ 

It is doubtless a fact thata princeisa per- 
manent interest, an interest not subject to 
deterioration. The General who was never 
defeated, the General who never held a coun- 
cil of war, the only General who ever com- 
manded a connected battle front 1,200 miles 
long, the smith who welded together the 
broken parts of a great republic and re- 
established it where it is quite Hkely to out- 
last all the monarchies present and to come, 
was reaily a person of no serious consequence 
to these people. Tothem, with their train- 
ing, my Generali was only a man after all, 
while their prince was clearly much more 
than that, a being of a wholly unsimilar con- 
Struction and constitution, a being of no 
more blood and Kinship with men than are 
the serene eternal lights of the firmament 
with the poor dull fallow candles of com- 
merce that sputter and die and leave noth- 
ing behind buia pinch of ashes and a stink, 

I saw the lastact of ‘‘Tannhauser.’’ I sat 
in the gloom and the deep stillness, waiting— 
one minute, two minutes, I do not know 
exactly how long—then the soft music of the 
hidden orchestra began to breathe its rich, 
long sighs out from under the distant stage, 
and by and by the drop curtain parted in the 
midddle and was drawn slowly aside, disclos- 


witha white-robed giri praying and a man 
standing near. Presently that noble chorus

These odds and ends are going to serve as 
souvenirs of Bayreuth, and in that regard 
their value is not to be overesti- 
mated. Photographs fade, bric-a-brac gets 
lost, busts of Wagner get broken, but once 
you absorb a Bayreuth restaurant meal it Is 
your possession and your property untill the 
time comes to embalm the rest of you. Some 
of these pliigrims here become in effect cab- 
inets; cabinets of souvenirs of Bayreuth. It 
is believed among scientists that you could 
examine the crop of a dead Bayreuth p!lgrim 
anywhere in the earth and tell where he 
came from. ButTI like this ballast. I think 
a ‘‘Hermitage’’ scrape-up, atSin the even- 
ing, when allthe famine-breeders have been 
there and laid in their mementoes and gone, 
is the quietest thing you can lay on your 
keelson except gravel. 

Thursday.—They keep two teams of singers 
in stock forthe chiefroles, andoneof these 
is composed of the most renowned artists in 
the world, with Maternaand Alvary inthe 
lead. Isupposea double team is necessary; 
doubtless a single team would die of exhaus- 
tion ina week, for all the plays last from 
4 in the afternoon till 10 at night. Nearly all 
the labor falls upon the half dozen head sing- 
ers, and apparently they are required to 
furnish ail the noise they can for the money. 
If they fee! asoft, whispery, mysterious feel- 
ing, they are required to open out and let 
the public know !{t. Operas are given only 
on Sundays, Mondays, Wednesdays and 
Thursdays, with three days of ostensible rest 
per week and two teams to do the four 
operas; but the ostensible rest is devoted 
largely to rehearsing. It Is said that the off 
days are devoted to rehearsing from some 
time itn the morning till 10 atnight. Are 
there two orchestras also? It is quite likely, 
= there are 110 namesin the orchestra 
ist. 
Yesterday the opera was ‘‘Tristan and 
Isolde,’’ I have seen all sorts of audiences— 
at theaters, operas, concerts, lectures, ser- 
mons, funerals—but none which was twin to 
the Wagner audience of Bayreuth for fixed 
and reverential attention, absolute stiilness, 
and petrified retention to the end ofan act 
of the attitude assumed at the beginning of 
it. You detect no movement'in the solid mass 
of heads and shoulders, you seem to sit with 
the dead inthe gloomofatomb. You know 
that they are being stirred to their profound- 
est depths; that there are times when they 
wantto rise and wave handkerchiefs and 
shout their approbation, and times when 
tears were running down their faces 
and it would be a_ relief to free 
their pent emotions In sobs or screams, 
yet you hear not one utterance tillthe curtain 
swings together and the closing strains have 
slowly taded out and died; then the dead rise 
with one {mpulse and shake the bullding with 
their applause. Every seat is full in the first 
act, there is nota vacantone inthe last, Ifa 
man would liketo be conspicuous, let him 
come here and retire from the opera: house in 
the midst ofanact. If would make him cele- 
brated. 

This audience reminds me of nothing 
have ever seen and of nothing I have rea 
aboutexcept the city in the Arabian tale 
where all the inhabitants have been turned 
to brass and the traveler finds them after 
centuries mute, motionless, and still re- 
taining the attitudes which they last knew 


in life. Here the Wagner audience 
Gress as they please, and sit in the 
dark and worship in_ silence, At the 
Metropolitan in New York they sit in a glare, 
they wear their showlest harness, they hum 
airs, they squeak fatts, they titter, and they 
gabbie all the time. In some of the boxes the 
conversation and laughter are so loud as to 
divide the attention of the house with the 
stage. In large measure the Metropolitan isa 
show-case for rich fashionables who are not 
trained in Wagnerian music and have no 
reverence for it, but who ike to promote art 
and show their clothes. 
Can that be an agreeable atmosphere to 
persons in whom this music produces a sort 
of divine ecstasy, and to whom its creator is 
a very deity, his stage a temple, the works of 
his brain and hands . consecrated things, and 
the partaking of them with eye and eara 
sacred solemnity? Manifestly, no. Then 
perbaps the temporary expatriation, the 
tedious traversing of seas and continents,tie 
peermage to Bayreuth stands explained, 
‘hese devotees would worship in an atmos- 
It is only_here that they 
can find it without fieck or bilem- 
ish or a worldly pollution, In 
this remote village there are no sights to see, 
there is no newspaper to intrude the worries 
ofthe distant worid, there is nothing going 
on, itis always Sunday. The pilgrim wends 
to his temple out of town, sits out his moving 
service, returns to his bed with his heart and 
his soul and his body exhausted by long 
hours of tremendous emotion, and he is in no 
fit condition to do anything but He torpid and 
slowly gather back life and strength for the 
next service.

NEW YorK, Dec. 3.—Here’s a short tale

refugees. Andon Upolu, round the great es- 
tabiishments of the German firm, the thing 
is natural; here, on Tutuila, the presence of 
escaped labor is miraculous. They were five 
inhnumber, who had grown weary of 
usage; under cloud of night they fashioned a 
rude r.ft out of timber on the beach, and put 
tu sea without food or compass. It must have 
blown from the leeward, r the course of 
their random voyage lay due east, and the 
raft was cast on shore near by the mouth of 
Pangopango harbor.

Stress of huuger occasion- 
ally goads them from their woods to steal 
bananas;inallelse, since the death of the 
Gilbert Islander, they are quite harmless; 
but the fear of them Is not the least abated. 
Long ago, say the natives, the houses were 
continuous round the harbor. They are now 
shrunk into five hamlets; at night it is only 
here and there thata light twinkies,in the 
morning only here and there that the smoke 
of cooking drifts and disperses in the forest. 
A path girdles the whole shore,a rude enough 
causeway, which falls if you sit upon its mar- 
gin, but makes passage easy. The near hill 
climbs abruptly, making a profile of leaves 
upon the sky. ‘The path, as it follows on by 
promontory and recess, now plunges you in 
breathless heat, now brings you forthina 
broad draught of air. From toe hottest corner 
oI some patch of cane you may look a little 
way up the hill and see palms whirling in the 
breeze; from the bottom of some cave, where

And 
even after, even when the bargain was 
made, the land sold, the money counted, 
counsels were still divided ana eloquence 
still flowed on the question ofthe ancestral 
relics. 

It was dusk when we came to the village of 
Fangatonza to conclude the affair. Lights 
were in all the houses, the evening hymn was 
singing, the dinner ready but not yet eaten. 
An emissary was still scouring to ratse 
money ; Chili dollars and half dollars, English 
shillings, American 20-cent pieces, the mad- 
dening currency of the islands. An hour 
later we were summoned to the presence of 
the chiefs, and went, bearing the price ina 
bag. A Samoan house ts oval in plan, and 
causists of a high-pitched roof of thatch, sus- 
tained by an elegant frame of bread fruft and 
supported by many external pillars and one 
triple roof post in the midst. The space be- 
tween the external pillars may be clused with 
rude Venetian blinds, the siats of matting. 
The floor is of smoothed gravel, the external 
boundary isdemarked with acoaming of con- 
siderable stones. ‘The blinds in the house to 
which we were bow led were mostly down, 
and it wasclose. The fire had not been lit, 
and the single petroleum lamp scarce en-

ACERBITY OF RELIGIOUS LEADERS. 


Effects of Cardinal Newman’s Devotion to 
Religious Contemplation. 


So much of clay mingles with the clearest 
springs of human action that one sees con- 
tinually in ecclesiastical difficulties an acer- 
bity, a rasping disposition, which can only 
be accounted for by the very bad state of 
temper growing out of the sedentary lives of 
religious persons, unrelieved by diversion of 
mind or body. How much of evil is spiritual 
and how much nerves, noone can decide till 
he kncws himseif under the best conditions 
as well as imperfect ones. 

Without going farther in this line of 
thought, it may be ieftto the reader’s con- 
science whether any good man can afford to 
negiect the enormous advantage given by a 
thoroughly healthy body ana nerves,the con- 
trol it gives ofeviiand morbid frames, the 
freedom from one-sided and over-stringent 
views. The rigid New England woman was 
not more out ofthe way than usual in be- 
lieving that Graham bread tended to in- 
fidelity, foritis true that people who eat 
wholesome food and work inthe open air a 
good deal do not tend to dark or unkind 


views. They are apt to prefer the Apostie’s 
creed to the Athanasian, seldom 
fre troubled with seasons of doubt and 
indigestion, and are incapabie of 
petty spites. There was great insight in the 
warning which Newman's father, for all 
the son’s 


naturally sweet, candid ‘temper, 
felt obliged to give him. ‘*Take care; you 
are encouraging a morbid sensioility and 
irritability of which may be very seri- 
ous.

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How Prof. R L. Garner Will Study 
Their Language. 


HE WILL INVADE AFRICA WITH PHO- 
NOGRAPH AND CAMERA. 


How Simians Wil! Be Induced to Permit 
Their Actions to Be Recorded—Novel 
Pians to Trap the Gorilias—Arrange- 
ments for the Trip of the ixpert in 
Monkey Language. 


Written for the SUNDAY PO8ST-DISPATCH. 

Mr. Kk. L. Garner, whose exhaustive re- 
searches and interesting experiments in the 
language of the monkey have already been 
referred to at some length in the Post-Dis- 
PATCH, is preparing to make atripto Africa, 
where in the great equatorial forest he in- 
tends to study the habits of the gorilla, 
chimpanzee and other giants of the genus 
simia. 

He hopes not only to gain much valuable in- 
formation about the mode of life of these 
interesting creatures, but is confident that he 
will make discoveries in the line of his 
theory that the simians have a well defined 
language, and will be enabled to makea great 
advance in his efforts to formulate the lan- 
guage and largely increase his vocabulary of 
‘*monkey words.’’ 

The details ofthetrip have not as yet been 
fully completed, but Mr. Garner has made 
plans for the construction of some noveland 
ingenious apparatus, which, he believes, will 
enable him to carry on his investigations 
with a minimum of danger and a maximum 
of results. 

It has been,gthe general idea, in conse- 
quence of the experience of Stanley, Emin, 
Du Chalilu and other African explorers, that 
the greatapes of the Dark Continent were 
nocturnal in their habits. 

MAY NOT BE OF NOCTURNAL HABITS. 

Mr. Garner is inclined to questionthe cor- 
rectness of these conclusions. [Ina conver- 
sation with Mr. Stanley during his last visit 
to this country Mr. Garner asked the rescuer 
of Emin the question !f, when he met go- 
rillas at nicht, his men were at rest or were 
moving. 

In nearly every case, Mr. Stanley admitted, 
the men were moving,and Mr. Garner finds 
that this is generally true in the experience 
of other explorers. 

From this heargues the probabilities are 
that the apes, instead of roaming around at 
night, were disturbed intheir resting places 
by the gpproach of men. They naturally 


| keep out of the way of man and are thus sel- 


dom seen intheday time. Itis on this ac- 
count, Mr. Garner is inclined to think, that 


they have earned ihe reputation of being 
bight prowling animals. 

W bDile taking this view Mr. Garner intends 
to goto Africa fully equipped to study the 
ape, his language and his habits, even if he 
does attend to all his Dusiness after the sun 
goes down, and ex ts to spend many 
nights alone in the depths of the forest. 

In order toinsure lis spending more than 
one night thus, in condition to pursue his In- 
vestigations. he has invented one of his most 
ingenious devices. It consists of a huge 
cage, aslargeasan ordinary room. At first 
he intended bDuflding the cage of steel, and 
according to his ortginal plans it wouid have 
weighed inthe neighborhood of aton. Ex- 
periments proved to him that a combination 
of aluminium and hard wood would give 
equally satisfactory resuits,so far as strength 
is concerned, as would the steel, while the 
weight would be reduced from a ton to about 
gO pounds—a mighty important item in such 
an upcertaking. 

INI ENDED FOR THE MAN. 

This cage is not intended to confine the 
animals on which Mr. Garner expects to ex- 
periment, but will be used primarily to pro- 
tect him from them, and secondarily as an 
we adjunct to his investigations. 

He will take it with him until such time as 
he finds a portion of the forestin which the 
gorilla and other great simians are plentiful; 
then it will be taken intothe woods and set 
up. 

So as to make It doubly safe it will be an- 
chored at each corner by heavy chains run- 
ning from the cage to convenient trees. This 
will prevent the wild beasts from either 
overturning it or carrying it bodily away 
and thus making him an object of investiga- 
tion instead of an investigator. It will be 
strong enough to resist the attacks of the 
most powerful animals in the African for- 
ests. 

When night comes Mr. Garner will enter 
the cage and make himself as comfortable as 
aman can be alone in a dense forest at nicht, 
surrounded by ali manner of ferocious beasts, 
from which he is only protected by siender 
bars of wood and metal. He will thus await 
tne appearance of the game for which he ts 
hunting. The furnishings of the cage will be 
more novel and curious than the cage itself. 
Inside there will be an electric apparatus and 


aseries of wires and buttons arranged to 


work the various paraphernalia. 
At the top of each corner on the outside will 


bea powerful electric search light, so ar- 


ranged that any portion of the forest can be 


In the center of the top will be 
photographic apparatus 
working with a flash light, which can be 


lighted up.

AN LMPROVED PHONOGRAPH. 


One of the most tm t Implements in 
orttts with 


this instrument that Mr. Garner has accom- 
plished so in the discovery of what 
monkeys say to each and how they 


it. 
AS a result of his former experiments he has 


phonogra 


et Oe = 


by reproducing o the phonograph the 
sounds made by on® monkey before another 
of the same breed the latter would chatter 
excitedly into the funnel. 

With the old instrument it was Impossible 
to catch this talk, and thus much important 
data was lost. With the Improved instru- 


ment this pointis not only made, but in ad- 
dition the sounds made by one monkey can 
oe used asa bait to catch the talk of others. 

This improved instrument will be piaced in 
the cage. 

WILL AWAIT THE GORILLA. 

Thus equipped Mr. Garner wil!) wait the ap- 
proach of the gorilla which he desires toen- 
gage in conversation. If the animal, of his 
own free will, comes up to the cage and talks 
into the funnel of the phonograph, which 
will be so arranged that he can do so without 
trouble, well and good. If not, the bait, 
which will consist of acylinder containing 
the talk of some of the chimpanzees, or other 
= grade apes now in captivity, will be 
used. 

Mr. Garner has no doubt that this will be 
successful, and that he will get many inter 
esting and instructive dialogues, Not only 
this; but he will, by means of his search 
lights and photographic instruments, be able 
to get valuable photographs. 

When the ape is talking intothe phono- 
graph the camera will be trained on him, 
and as many snap shots will be taken of him 
in that position as possible. These pictures 
will not only be of great helpto Mr. Garner 
in his effort toconnect words with actions as 
they relate to the apes, but will furnish him 
with itrrefragible evidence of the truth of the 
many strange stories he expects to be abie to 
tell when he returns to civilization. 

USES OF THE SEARCH LIGHTS. 

Another use ofthe search lightsand the 
camera will be tin getting views of animal 
lifeinthe great forest at night. When the 
man in the cage hears anoise in the woods 
in any direction, by simply touching a couple 
of buttons he can send a flood of light in tnat 
direction which will reveal the whole forest 
and its occupants; the touching of a couple of 
more buttons will set the camera at work 
andthe entire scene will be reproduced as 
many times as Mr. Garner desires and as 
long as anything interesting remains in 
sight. 

By this means he expectsto add largely to 
the fund of information regarding the ap- 
pearance and habits of larger fauna of the 
equatorial forest in addition to the special 
objects of his stuay—the great apes. 

W hile his main object Is not the destruction 
of the inhabitants of the forest, Mr. Garner 
wil: go fully preparedtoklill any specimens 
he may destre to save. 

Here, too, his ingenuity comes into play. 
Instead of loading himself down with rifies 
heavy enoughto «lll lions, elephants, go- 
rillas, and such like big game, and theircon- 
sequent big ioad of ammunition, he proposes 
to go back to an !mprovement on the weapons 
of the savages themselves and will use a 
blowgun of bisown invention. This he re- 
gards as a much more efficacious weapon for 
his purpose than firearms both by reason of 
its sllence and certainty. 

As to the gun irself not much need be said, 
as it differs little from the sumpitan of the 
native of Borneoorthe blowgun of the Ama- 
zonian Indians. 

AN INGENIOUS DART. 

It isin the dart that bir. Garner’s weapon 
shows its superiority. This wlll consist ofa 
hollow stee! bead anda light shaft, so ar- 
ranged that when it strikes its quarry the 
shaft wil fall off and in doing so throw open 
the hollow place in the head. 

This hollow witil be charged with prussic 
acid tn sufficient quantity to produce almost 
instant deathin the strongest animal. The 
whole weight of the missile will not be over 
halfanounce. Withasuficient number of 
these darts Mr. Garner believes he can getall 
the specimens he desires,and he wiil not 
have to go far from the place they were 
struck in order to find them. 

W hile thoroughly equipped for night work, 
so that he can be confident that he can learn 
all about the great African simians, provided 
their habits are nocturnal, should it turn out 
thatthe gorilla and his confreres are, after 
all, with tne exception of a few dissipated 
young simians, respectable animals, who, as 
a rule, transact their business by the light of 
day and sleep at nicht, he will be equally well 
prepared for business. 

in that case he will not, however, have so 
much use for his cage and search lights. 

Just what pian he will take be has not as 
yet decided upon. That wili, of course, have 
to be largely decided by conditions as he 
finds they exist when he arrives at the scene 
of operations. 

One plan, however, which he willtry is to 
place his phonograph in some favorable posi- 
tion, bait it witha ioaded cylinderand wait 
for the gorilla. When he approaches the 
camera will be used as freely as possibile. 

OTHER KINDS OF BAIT. 

Other bait will be probably used beside the 
cylinder, with the expectation of securing 
different speaking impressions, as it were, 
from the apes. Food and drink, for example, 
Mr. Garner bas an idea could be used to ad- 
vantage. and what they say and how they act 
under the influence of the different baits, ali 
of which will be faithfully recorded by the 
phonograph and camera, he thinks will be of 
much Vaiue, 

The above plans are, of course, only a por 
tion, and a very small portion, of the work 
which Mr. Garner has in view during his stay 
on the Dark Oontinent. 

**I fully expect,’’ he said to me recently, 
**to return f°om the trip with a great store of 
inforfaation which wili prove the truth of my 
theory beyond peradventure of a doubt, and 
which will add iargely to my vocabulary of 
simian words. here will, of course, be 
many dangers to encounter, and I shall take 
every ager: ys possibile to surmount the 
dificuities and evade the dangers. I certain- 
ly am not going to Africa to get killed if I can 
avoid it, and I have no doubt of being able to 


aceomplish what lI set out to do, and tore 
turn with the resuits of my work.’’ 

Mr. Garner does not as yet siefinitely know 
when he will start for Africa. ‘* only 


fact which has been definitely decided is that 
lam going,’’ he said. ‘*The matter of de- 
tails has yet to be arranged, and that will all 
be done at the proper time. I cannotas yet 
say who will be of the party. Perhaps sev- 
eral gentlemen will join me. Thetr atten- 
tion, however, if they go, will be devoted to 
other branches of science or to hunting big 
game.’’ 
ADVANCES I% MONKEY TALK. 

In the facility of holding communication 
with monkeys Mr. Garner has made con- 
siderabie progress recently, and he is work- 
=a ooe onapumber of phonographic cyl- 
inders recording the chatterings of the sim-

Mr. Garner repeated the 
sound two or three times, and at last the an!l- 
mal replied with the word indicating that he 
wanted something to eat. 

A cup of milk was offered, but was con- 
temptuously refused; then a carrot was 
thrust into the cage;this the monkey grabbed 
without hesitation and began to eat. The 
friend was thoroughly convinced not only 
that monkeys could talk, but that Mr. Garner 
could talk to them. 

in Cincinnati and other places he has made 
similar experiments with precisely the same 
results. 

ONLY SPEAK THEIR OWN LANGUAGE. 

In hisexperiments Mr. Garner has found 
that monkeys of different species make en- 
tirely different sounds, and that no matter 
how long they may associate with each other 
they never learn each other’s language. In 
this they differ somewhat from humans. 

For instance, says Mr. Garner, a Sapajon 
will never, no matter how long they may be 
together, make the same sounds as a cupu- 
cive, noteven with a brogve, as it were, 
though these two species seem to be nearly 
related. There appearsto be some radical 
difference in the vocal organs of the two. 

**Il know that at first glance an unthinking 
mind revards the idea of holding commun!- 
cation with the lower animals asa joke,’’ 
said Mr. Garner, ‘‘but it is by nomeans a 
ioke, and I shall most surely prove that it Is 
not only practicable, but almost as easy as it 
is for a German, for instance, to learn Span- 
ish oramanof any raceor nation to learao 
the language of another. 

‘*When the idea first cameto me that the 
monkeys had a regular language which was 
capabie of being formulated intoa vocabu- 
lary [came tothe conclusion that, inasmuch 
as Man was the most richly endowed with 
the capability of using his vocal organs, 
if it were desirabie to have verbal communi- 
cation with the lower antmals it was neces- 
sary that man shouid iearn their language 
and not attempt to teach them his, and I 
made up my mind that I would endeavor to 
rearn the language of the lower animals, he- 
ginning with the monkeys, as being nearest 
to man.’”’ 

WILL NEVER SPEAK AS HUMANS. 

**Do yuu believe that monkeys wil! ‘ever be 
able to speak the human language’’’ | asked. 

‘*No! lam sure that they will not. , Their 
vocal organs are not sufficiently developed to 
enable them to form such sounds as are used 
for words by humans. We siust gotothem 
if we wish to talk with them, for they cannot 
come to us.’’ 

Mr. Garner is an enthusiast on this subject, 
anda most interesting enthusiast, too. He 
has bad many entertaining experiences dur- 
ing the course of his experiments, and tells 
these in a pleasing way. 


A PRELATE ON HYGIENE.

How Little John Newman Devot:d Him- 
self to Books and Forgot His Heaith.

In an investigating mood I took up the let- 
ters of Cardinal Newman, not with the sligit- 
est curiosity on either side of the great con- 
troversy with which his name is identified, 
butas a fresh study in human nature, hy- 
giene. Totelithe truth, my languid interest 
was first attracted by a passage in his Italian 
travels, where he relates of being cured of 
afever by camomile tea, on which Roman 
physicians set great value. Keading the life 
of a prelate for points In hygiene may strike 
you as traversing the intention of biography, 
nevertheless the points were there, and 
plenty of them. The way excellent people of 
the highest characterand cultivation have 
habitually trampied on every law of heaith, 
buman and divine, the morbid feelings and 
views which grow out of this neglect, and 
the moral overturnings and struggies which 
ensue will invoke a new system of history. 
Only the biending of physician and divine 
with the manof affairs can make the true 
biographer a historian.

Hatching the Young Birds in Incubators 
and Piucking Their Feathers. 

The wife of an English ostrich breeder tn 
Cape Colony compares the young ostrich that 
has just cleared its nest to a hedgehog 
mounted on stiltsand provided witha long 
neck. The feathers are nothing more than 
grayish bristles, while head and neck are 
covered with a fine, speckled down, softas 
velvet. A difference of the sexes is not yet 
discernible in the plumage. 

Very few ostriches are born nowadays out 
of captivity,for the fashion of the day has de- 
veloped ostrich breeding into one of the best 
paying industries, which yields a handsome 
revenue to several countries, especially the 
deserts and waste lands of Southern Africa.

Years 
azo birds were exported to Austrailia with 
such a favorable reeult that the Government 
of the cape imposeda tax of $40 per bird 
and $25 for every unltatched egg for exporta- 
tion tariff, in order to protect its own In- 
dustry. This kliied the export entirely. 

Inthe year 1875 the number of tame os- 
triches inthe cape reached the astounding 
sum Of 32,000, although the breeding of os- 
triches was not commenced until 1663.

Field 
on Tuesday, which added to the feeling of 
uncertainty concerning the effect of the 
Fiéld, Lindley, Wiechers & Co. failure and 
the attempt upon the life of Russell Sage on 
Friday produced a profound sensation.

To those who have closely 
watched the current of events it seems 
more than probable that a brief respite from 
sensational and unsavory developments will 
givea marked impetusto speculation ina 
number of stocks which the bears now man- 
age to hold under control by adroit manipu- 
lation.So far as the bond market is concerned 
it affords every evidence of a genuine 
investment demand. As the railroads are 
demonstrating their ability to pay larger 
dividends, the. feeling ig growing that the 
better grade of bonds are selling quite low. 

Thus the Rock Island debenture 5s, now 
bringing a fraction over %, are only 10 points 
above the stock of that company, and 5 points 
below the price commanded by the debenture 
bonds of the Chicago, Birlington & Quincy, 
while the prospects of the former aregmore 
tayorable than they have been in a number 
of years.

Nevertheless, the belief obtains that the 
governors of the Bank of En- 
gland have a predilection in 
favor of the remonetization of silver,and will 
ultimately take partinaconference having 
that objectin view. The full detalis of Mr. 
Goschen’s remarks are awaited witha good 
deal of interest, for the reason 
that his views at this juncture 
have additional force because of the extraor- 
dinary demands by Great Britain and 
other European countries for the food prod- 
ucts of the United States and the consequent 
movement of gold in this direction. 

According to the opinion of conservative 
bankers Europe may delay but cannot pre- 
vent shipments of the yellow metal 
in large amounts during the coming year. 
The bank statement showsa loss in reserve

Well Up—A Fight to.Be Made forthe

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Dec. 5.—For a few weeks 
past one might be led to think that there 
would not be an election held in this State,or 
the nation, for that matter, for the next ten 
years. Stagnation does not half express it. 
Everybody seemed to be waiting for further 
developments, and developments were fear- 
fully slow im making their appearance. Up 
around the State-house, where politicians 
and aspirants most do congregate, every- 
body wears along-drawn face, but manages 
to keep as silent as the Sphinx. And yet they 
are all more or less on the ragged edge. 
Those who care little for diplomacy, but love 
more the income of an office, have an eye 
ever fixed upon the Treasurer’s place, and at 
the recent meeting of the Republican State 
Central ,Committee in Chicago it was there 
brought to notice that candidates for that 
office would not be wanting in hnum- 
ber. They are all willing to 
sacrifice even their wives’ relations in 


order that they may perform a duty by 
counting over the money belonging to the 
State. Of course, John R. Tanner of Clay 
County isin the lead asa Republican candl- 
date. And he gives it out, too, that he had 
no quarrel with Gov. Fifer, but is simply 
fostering hisown ambition and, hopes that 
in time he may convince the voters that he Is 
jus* the man they have been after for some 
time back. Tanner does not want to admit 
that he has any Ill-feeling toward Fifer. 
That would injure his chances in the estima- 
tion ot the people, notwithstanding he has 
repeatedly given it out that he was Fifer’s 
discoverer. Senator Secrest of Iroquois is 
also a candidate; so is Senator Bassett of 
Peoria and Capt. Swigert of Chicago and 
ex-Representative Collier of Gibson City 
and Isaac Desem Quincy. One 
would think that the number 
mentioned would suffice, but as time ad- 
vances others will come steadily to the front, 
every one of them offering reasons why he 
is the mostavailablie man. This array will 
not in the least bring dismay to Tanner. His 
motto is ‘‘the more the merrier,’’ and as he 
feels confident of the nomination he can af- 
ford to smile serenely upon any number of 
candidates who chose to bob up here and 
there representing every portion of the State. 
THE STATE AUDITORSHIP. 
It is thought that Auditor Pavey will have 
little or no opposition. He has given so much 
satisfaction ina general way that it is not 
likely that he will be disturbed. The friction 
between him and Fifer has been smoothed 
over for the sake of party success as a whole 
so that Pavey can nestle securely in his big 
arm chair for some time to come. 
The Attorney-General’s place will be con- 
tested for. lLiunt, the present incumbDent,has 
not yet taken his eye off the Governor's 
chair, but of his intentions he says nothing 
and his friends are saying little for him, 
Secretary Pearson will look for opponents, 
and opponents Ne will have. He, however, 
has made an acceptable officer, but the office 
is a cosy one and it has Its temptations. 
To return once more to Gov. Fifer. It 
seems Clearly settied that he is the leading 
man intherace. The State Central Commit- 
tee meeting at Chicago pointed strongly to 
that fact. He ostensibly ts not lifting a hana 
to assist himself, but there seems to be suffi- 
cient leaven scattered about to leaven 
the whole lump. This may have 
been deposited § in a quiet -way by 
friends or it may have been produced by the 
manner in whichhe has handledthe affairs 
of the office.

Duquoin—The Liquor Question. 


Dvuqvuorm, Ill., Dec. 5.—During the last few 
days we have taken occasion to interview 
quite a number of our leading citizens, pro- 
hibition as well as anti- prohibition, upon the 
question of submitting to a direct vote of the 


people the matter of granting license for the 
retailing of liquors in our city. Without a 
dissentin voice it was argued that this 
should be done. The proposition is 
that the voters of the city al- 
lowed to vote at the coming. city 
election directly on the question whether or 
not the Council shall grant such licenses. It 
is believed that by this means a great ceal of 
the unpleasantness and hard feelings nearly 
always engendered by the license question 
will be avolded; and if this is true, then this 
matter is at least worthy of consideration by 
our people. Inour elections there should be 
as little bad feeling as possible, for there is 
nothing that so retards or prevents the 
growth and prosperity of acity such as ours 
as localand warring factions. The aimand 
desire of every citizen of our little city should 
be to do all in his power to promote the city’s 
welfare and thereby the welfare of every 
resident thereof. Nothing can be made by 
fighting one another. So far as possible we 
should be as one family, each striving to ad- 
vance the interests of the other, and thus ad- 
vancing the interests of all. 

It was further urged by those of our citizens 
we had the pleasure of interviewing upon 
the subject, that if the question of license or 
no license were submitted toa direct vote, it 
would not only allow a majority torule, but 
that it would have the immediate effect of 
calling tothe Council a class of men fitted by 
business qualifications to look properly after 
the welfare of the city, men who are inter. 
ested in the progress of the city; ina word, 
that it would fill our council chamber by the 
best and most suitable men we have in the 
city. 

In making the above remarks we are not 
complaining of our present City Council or of 
any member thereof; but, while this tis true, 
it will not be denied that it has sometimes 
happened that the best man has not been 
elected to office, due to the fact that the 
question of license or no If¢ense was made a 
personal issue, while the question of fitness 
for the office was lost sight of. 

Let it be understood that the Council will 
be guidedinthe matter of granting or re- 
fusing license by the will of the voters as 
expressed by a direct vote, then nominate 
men for Councilmen who are fitted for the 
office and are interested in the advancement 
of the city, and we shall soon see an improve- 
ment in municipal affairs.

SEARCH the wide world o’er and you will 
find no silk equal to the superb Corticelll, 


GAMBLING IN NEW ORLEAN:.

PAUPERS IN THE CABIN. 


THE USELESS IMMIGRANTS DO NOT COME 
IN THE STEERAGE. 


Impecunious Noblemen Who Become a 
Charge Upon the Community—Passen- 
gers Should Be Subjected to a Sort of 
Civil Service Test. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 5.—If statesmen and ‘poll- 
ticlans would pay more attention to the cabin 
and perhaps less to the steerage they would 
get some valuable information on the immi- 
gration question. 

I feel amply qualified in making the broad 
statement that more paupers and undeserv- 
ing citizens come tous from Europe in the 
cabins of the trans-Atlantic steamers than 
in the steerage, yet they are permitted to 
lana without a question, Not so with the im- 
migrantin the steerage. Unless he has a 
certain fixed sum of money, and some pros- 
pects he is very likely to be returned to the 
old country. 

This city, andI presume all large cities in 
the Union, teem with scores of shiftless, lazy 
foreigners who are too proud to work and 
who sooner or later become charges upon the 
bounty of the State or degenerate into crimi- 
nals. Icanonly speak for New York, where 
to my personal knowledge there are several 
hundred of just such foreigners, Germans, 
Austrians, Russians, Poles, some of them 
aristocrats with titles, who are worse than 
paupers. They can be seen day 
after day, lounging about the coffee houses 
on the East side, idling away their time. 
None of them has ever done a day’s work, 
and how they manage to liveisa mystery to 
everybody. It is amusing to Nsten to their 
talk, which always drifts back to the by- 
gone, when they were rich and prosperous 
at home. One by one they disappear, and 
if you would take the § trouble 
to trace them up you would run 
nota few of them to the almshouses and 
prisons. These fellows come over in the 
cabin, They were worthless at home and 
some Kind relative, pefhaps, provided them 
with passage 9n@-a“‘tew hundred dollars to 
get rid of them. With an exaggerated 
idea of the untold wealth lying loose in our 
streets they inaugurate their arrival in the 


New World with a general good time. Nat. 


urally thelr little pile soon dwindles away, 
and now begins their career of degeneration 
—not so with the poor emigrant. Nobody 
will deny that the West Owes much of its 
development and wealth to the ind and 
thrift of the emigrants, particularly the Ger. 
mans who settled there years ~ A marge 
majority of them came over With nothing 
the world save a strong constitution and a 
will to work. These are the Men and women 
who to-day are the prosperous farmers and 
producers and better citizens could not be 
wished. 

Yet, were these very same py to 
come to-day, I venture to oy ae undreds 
of them would not be perm to iand, and 
oteniey because they were penniless with- 
out frie 
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of what appeared to him to be honest and !n- 
dustiious emigrants returned just because 
our emigration laws cannot give them a 
home here. 

Instead of guaging a man’s worth and use- 
fulness by a handful of foreign coin wouldn’t 
it be better to have a sort of civil service test 
of his strength and ability to work. A 
thoughtful Congressman might gain some 
very interesting information by peeping into 
the emigration statistics and laws. 

As the law stands now it only operates 
against the very purpose it has been created 
for and only affords loopholes for 
the unworthy to step through. 

By the way, young Fred Pabst, the son of 
Milwaukee’s famous brewer, is one of the 
most diligent students at the Brewing 
School here.

Method of Punishing Criminals in Vogue 
in Delaware. 

WILMINGTON, Del., Dec. 5.—Wm. Wood 
and Edward Smith, white’men, were each 
given forty lashes at Newcastle to-day Dy 
Sheriff Simmons.

THE VARIOUS DIVISIONS. 

The main division in each province is com- 
manded by the General in Chief and bears 
the name of the ‘‘General’s Command.’’ An- 
other division, to which the task of garrison- 
ing the provisional capital is assigned, Is 
known as the ‘‘Governor’s Command,’’ and 
the Governor-General has still another sep- 
arate army under his control, In addition to 
these three armies in each province, there 
are also separate military organizations pre- 
sided over by the Directors-General of the 
Yellow River and the Grain Transport.

; THE CENTER OF INTEREST. 


TRANSFERRED FROM BERLIN TO CHINA’S CAPI- 
TAL—FRANCE STANDS ALONE. _ 

Lonpon, Dec, 4.—The center of political in- 
terest, which last Saturday night was in Ber- 
lin, where M. De Giers had been hobnobbing 
with Emperor William, has shifted during 
the week just closing to far-off Pekin, where 
the Celestial Empire has been menaced with 
acivilwar. It has surprised even the En- 
giish public, comparatively familiar with the 


affairsofthe Orient, to learn that the im- 
perial forces have been kept advised of the 


movements of the insurgents by telegraph, 
for it has not been generally under- 
stood that this concomitant of 
higher civilization had found its way 


into the interior of China,a portion of the 
world which has been supposed to pe about 
as uncivilized as. Central Africa. There is no 
change in the situation, although the feeling 
grows that the Imperial forces have been ex- 
aggerating the success of their arms against 
the insurgents, and that while they put a 
temporary check to the advancing rebels, 
they did not achieve a decisive victory. 

The emphatic declination of both Italy and 
England of the proposition made by France 
for a combined action on the part of the 
powers against China is approved by the 
press, as might: have been supposed and an- 
ticipated. Meanwhile the sending of a 
French gunboat to Tien-Tsin would seem to 
neagee that, while France would have liked 

he co-operation of the powers for political 
reasons, she has determined at least to pro- 
tect her own interests and citizens in China. 


MISSION WORK IN CHINA, 


HOW THE LOCAL CLERGY VIEW THE RECENT 
OUTBREAK AGAINST IT. 

The published reports of an outbreak in the 
State of Mongolia, China, against Christian 
missionaries and convents are being ,read 
with a great deal of interest by the clergy of 
St. Louls and particularly by those who’ are 
now or who haVe been inthe past directly 
engaged in or connected with missionary 
work. According to advices from Shanghai, 
Chinese converts to Christianity have been 
tortured in the most cruel and barbarous 
manner by the fanatical followers of Con- 


fucius and some of the foreign mis- 
sionaries have not escaped the mob. 
The convents and monastaries have 
been attacked . and the inmates in 


some instances most shamefully maltreated. 
The viceroy of the district did all he could 
with the troops at his command to protect 
the Christians, but the soldiers were driven 
back and many of the foreigners were killed. 
The outbreak against the Christians became 
an insurrection against the government. 
The Belgian Cathdlic Mission was attacked 
and captured and burned and one of the 
priests killed. Theresidence of the British 
consular agent was attacked and the 
consul himself narrowly escaped death. 
An English traveler is reported 
to have been roasted to death, 
little children were impaled on spears and 
Christians were pierced with red-hot irons. 
The villagers are reported to have been 
looted and the Christian converts tortured to 
death. Mongolia is in the northwestern part 
of China, beinga border State of the Empire 
and was formerly an independent nafion. 
AN UNPOPULAR DYNASTY. 

Mr. J. W. Allen of the Presbyterian Board 
of Missions said when asked about the report- 
ed outrages that he knew nothing in regard 
to them beyond what he had read in the 
newspapers, the board having received no 
information as yet. Rev. W. R. Henderson, 
managing editor of the Mid-Continent,and Mr. 
D. M. Hazlett, his assistant, had heard noth- 
ing from the Presbyterian Missionaries in 
China in regard to the troubles but they were 
inclined to believe that the outrages had not 
been as bad as reported. There was, how- 
ever, a good deal of bad feeling in some parts 
of China against the Christian missionaries 
and the Emperor would have hard work pre- 
venting outrages now and then, partic- 
ularly when the ruling dynastry was very 
unpopular with the conservative or ultra- 
church elementin the country. ‘‘That has 
been the greatest obstacle in Christian mis- 
sion work in China,’’ said Mr. Henderson. 
‘*The masses of people and particularly the 
lower classes are so conservative. They be- 
lieve in doing things just as their fathers and 
grandfathers did before them and that ap- 
plies to religious as to other matters. They 


cling to their ancestral worship and while 
the Presbyterian missions have been 
as successful, I believe, as those 


of any other Christian denomination, 
and are making really very remarkable 
progress, all things considered, still there is 
no denying that it is very uphill work trying 
to break down thfs conservatism of the 
Chinese. The present ruler of China, who is 
a young man only 20 years of age,1s very 
unpopular with this conservative element on 
account of his tendency to favor foreigners 
and foreign ideas and customs, and I believe 
that a good deal of trouble may yet be looked 
for in China.’’ ; 

Mr. Hazlett said that many people in China 
attributed the recent famines in certain dis- 
tricts and other calamities, such as inunda- 
tions, to the Christian missionaries and were 
very bitter against all Christians, whether 
native or foreign, in consequence.

In 
the Canton district they have their regular 
missionary stations in’ addition to seven 
which they Call out-stations,;

It is owing to conservative values that 
the price of property in this city always Keeps 
moving gradually upwards, and the general 
distaste for anything like inflation has Kept

Another Picture of London Morals in the 
| Judicial Panorama, 


ON WHICH THE ALREADY DISGUSTED 
WORLD IS INVITED NOW TO LOOK. 


Delauney Maurius Sues Florence St. John 
for Absolute Divorce and She Sues 
Him for the Same Decree—Names of 
Those in London’s Upper Set Figuring 
in Disreputable Affairs. 


Loxpow, Dec. 5.—Now comes another pict- 
ure of London morality, following that of 
Earl Russell’s home lifeinthe panorama of 
the divorce court. Miss Florence St. John 
and Dulaney Maurius are the parties, cruelty 
and infidelity the charges and absolute dl- 
vyorce the hope of the prosecutrix. 

‘Miss St. John’s suit is a counteraction 
brought to offset a similar suit instituted 
against her by Maurius. He alleges that his 
wife has had improper relations with Arthur 
Cohen, sub-editor of the Financial News. 
Maurilus asks no money damages against 
Cohen, but only asks the courttorid him of 


ils marriage ties. 

In her allegations Miss St. John charges 
that since her marriage to the gen- 
tleman he has treated her in 
most cruel manner and that he has been 
criminally intimate with other women. The 
case came up to-day before Mr. Jeune, in the 
divorce division of Her Majesty’s High Court 
of Justice. SirCharles Russell appeared for 
the petitioner and Mr. C, F. Gill for the re- 
spondent. Mr. Gill admitted that the charge 
of adultery was true, but claimed that it had 
not occurred until after Miss St. John had 
deserted her husband. 

Sir Charles Russell stated that Maurius and 
Miss St. John fell inlove with each other 
when they were both married persons. They 
so far forgot their duties to their respective 
partnersthat the procuring ofa divorce by 
Mrs. Maurius and another by Miss St. John’s 
husband was rendered necessary. After these 
divorces had been granted Maurius married 
Miss St. John. The couple did not live hap- 
pily and scenes of violence were frequent be- 
tween them. Finally, in September, 1583, 
Maurius knocked his wife down and so 
ebused her that, had it not been for the fact 
that her brother was in the house, there is 
no saying how his violence would have end- 
ed. After this trouble they no longer lived 
together as man ana wife. 

Miss St. John was called to the witness box 
to testify as to her charges. She sald she 
met Mr. Mauriusat the Strand Theater in 
1879. After he had been Mvorced from his 
wife and she from her husband, she married 
him, This was in 1885, In 1886 a child was 
borntothem. She had much reason to com- 
plain of Maurius’ intemperate habits in 1587 
and i8ks. When he was drunk he was very 
vicious and insulting. The witness gave in 
detail a number of acts of crueity on the part 
of the respondent. 

CROSS-EXAMINATION. 

Upon her cross-examination by Mr. Gill, 
Miss St. John denied that she had tolda 
man named Bonasitch thatifhe appeared in 
court in this case she would have him 
arrested for theft. She said that she had 
only asked him if he was goingto repay her 
the money that he had stolen from her. He 
denied having stolen money from her. 
Witness stated that she was very fond of her 
husband. When she was at Nice she wrote 
to him daily. He had written hera very in- 
decent letter which she had not kept. She 
had complained of the indecency of her hus- 
band’s expressions. 

Witness admitted that she had dined with 
Arthur Cohen in public places. He was very 
kindtoher and her husband had made no 
objection to Mr. Cohen visiting her and 
making her presents. On the contrary her 
husband had rather encouraged him. 

Miss St. Johntestified that she was not 15 
years old when she first married. She went 
to Monte-Carlo with Lady Euston. Mr. 
Cohen was there also, but not with her. 
‘Afterwards she went with Mr. Cohen, Mr. 
Wertheimer (the corespondentinthe action 
for divorce brought by Lord Dunlo, now 
Lord Clancarty, against his wife, the concert 
hallsinger Keile Bolton) @nd Lady Euston to 
Nice. Cohen gave her jewelry just as other 
people did. she did nottell her husband on 
one occasion when he threwa watch at her, 
that she would visit Cohen as much as she 
liked. She denied that she was in the habit 
ol! using obscene language. 

Miss st. John testified that she had received 
affectionate letters from her husband after 
their separation, itmploring he rto return to 
him. She admitted writing to her husband 
Stating that she had heard he had declared 
she had been intimate with Harry Marks, the 
proprietor of the Financial News. She had not 
thought him base enough to make that asser- 
tion againsther, buta mannamed Harvey 
and Capt. Blythe had told her that he (her 
husband) was trying to blackmall Mr. Marks. 

Capt. Blythe had told her that Col. North, 
(the Nitrate King, whose history was pub- 
lished in the SUNDAY PosT- DISPATCH recently) 
had said that Mr. Marks would be giad to in- 
jura him. 

Atthis point'in the testimony the court 
adjourned. 


BRITISH PUBLIC. 

LONDON, Dec. 5.—The verdict in the Ear] 
Russell case seems entirely to meet popular 
favor. When thetrial began public feeling 
was all against the young Karl, 
He went into court bearing a name 
honored by hundreds of traditions 
and himself credited, even by his enemies, 
with intellectual taste and abilities not too 
common in his rank, and he stood before the 
world with his reputation blackened and be- 
smirched by imputations compared with 
which the most shameful stories hearn with- 
inthe walls of the court are mere child's 
play. [tis singular that such crimes are never 
mentioned in an English court except as as- 
sociated with the hame of some prominent 
member of the british aristocracy. Never. 
theless, Lady Russell’s most serious charge 
against her husband—that relating to his 
friend Roberts—collapsed lke a house of 
cards, dragging the rest of the case with it. 

As Lady Kussell is a rich woman, aside from 
her marriage settlements, the fact that 
she is compelled to pay all the costs of 
the case will probably trouble her very lit- 
tle, but she must be much less indifferent to 
the fact that soclally she Is a ruined woman. 

A curious outcome of the Russell case 1s the 
action of the young girl named Wililams 
whom the Earlon the witness stand testified 
he had betrayed at Teddington. Her solici- 
tors have to-day written a letter to the 
papers — this testimony, in 
which they say: ‘Our client, Miss 
Williams, indignantly dentes that Earl Rus. 
sell succeded in seducing her, and the vart- 
ous other statements of his relations with 
her are incorrect. Miss Wiliiams has in. 
structed us to take all the necessary 

to enable her to prove 
statement false and we have 
communicated with Ear] Russell’s solicitors. 
Falling a satisfactory retraction we shall 
take immediate steps to clear 
our client's name, The care 
that was taken to suppress the 
name of the Ascot hostand others only in- 
tensifies the cruelty of the slander in this 
case, which has caused great painto all con- 
cerned. Ourclient’s inability to otherwise 
defend herself is one reason for troubling 
you.’’

HISTORIC RELICS. 


Manuscripts and Letters Which Were the 
, Property of George Washington. — 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Dec. 5.—There will be 

asalein Philadelphia about the 15th of this 

month. It will be an auction that will attract 
antiquaries, autograph collectors and pa- 
triots from all parts of the United States. The 
collection that will produce this result com- 
prises many different relics of Gen. George 

Washington, in addition to numerous mMant- 

cripts, letters and autographs of some of 


America’s most distinguished sons. Tfhie relics 
are genuine and are authenticated by affida- 
vit of H. L. D. Lewis of Berryvilie, Clarke 
County, Va., who isthe administrator of Mr, 
Lorenzo Lewis, who married Nellie Custis, 
Washington’s adopted daughter. 

Although not coming direct from the Wash- 
ington family, the noted correspondence of 
Gen. Washington with Robert Morris of Phila- 
delphia on important matters, which will 
nilso be disposed of to the highest bidder at 
this sale, comes also from Virginia, beiong- 
ing to a maternal descendant of Jobn 
Randolph and a collateral descendant of 
Robert Morris. 

For the last hundred years these letters and 
relics of our first President have been relig- 
iously guarded and hidden away from the 
sight of most Americans, in old Virginia 
homesteads. They were ancestrai treasures, 
almost too precious to display. 

Perhaps the most interesting letter in the 
Washington correspondence was written te 
Morris at Valley Forge, May 25,1778. This 
was justafter the most trying period in the 
Revolutionary War, a time when the army 
was for months but poorly fed, ill clothed 
and seldom paid. Almost a year after the 
above letter was written the General ad- 
dressed a letter jointly to Morris and B. Mc- 
Clenachan, in which isa paragraph of mach 
interest, as it gives an idea of the character 
and ambition of Washington, it reads: 

Ina struggle like ours, ae cer with embarrass- 
ments, if it should be my fortune to concuct the mill- 
tary helmin such a manner asto merit the approba- 
tion of good men and my suffering fellow-citizens, it 
will be the primary happiness of my life, because it 
is the first and great object of my wishes. 
Womanlike, immediately upon her arrival 
at Mount Vernon from Philadelphia, at the 
expiration of Washington’s second term as 
President, Nellie Custis procured a sheet of 
her father’s water-marked paper and pro- 
ceeded to write a lettertoher friend, Mrs. 
Wolcott, dated Mount Vernon, March 19, 1797. 
In one paragraph of this epistie she says: 

Grandpapa is very pleased with being once more 
farmer Washington. 

When this was written little did Miss Custis 
think that the time would come when her 
note would be considered of intrinsic value 
and would come atilast to the auctioneer’s 
hammer. 

The treason of Benedict Arnold has tothe 
historian and novelist alone always formed 
one of the most dramatic incidents of the 
Revolutionary War, and when it is an- 
nounced, therefore, that in this collection is 
to be found a copy, in the hand- 
writing of Gen. Robert H. Harrison, 
of the famous anonymous letter written by 
Gen. Benedict Arnoid under the nom de 
plume of ‘‘Gustavus’’ to Mr. John Anderson 
(Maj. Andre) of New York, dated Aug. 
1789, together with an autograph ietter, 
showing how Gen. Washington came in pos 
session of the letter and the reason he made 
this copy, which is dated Oct. 17, 1880, con- 
siderable interestjwill be aroused, especially 
as theoriginal letter has been lost or de- 
stroyed, and as the letter has never appeared 
in print.'The letter is a,mighty clever piece of 
velled writing, and to obtain the true 
meaning one hastoread between the lines 
closely. No wonder that Gen, Parsons, in 
whose hands the document fell, supposed it 
to refer merely tocommerce, and therefore 
fatied to bring it before Washington at once. 

Foremost on the list of the relics of Wash- 
ington is an attested tcopy of the General’s 
will, written on twenty-nine pages of letter- 
cap—twenty-eight of which bear the signa- 
ture of Gen. Washington. 

Among the other objects of interest area 
violin and two silver plated wine coasters, 
which once belonged to Washington. It is 
said that the General possessed only four of 
the coasters, which were used on his table 
during his presidency and afterwards at 
Mount Vernon. They are ofantique pattern, 
but quite pretty. 


A NOVEL LEGAL CASE.

To Be Presented to the New Hampshire 


Supreme Court To-Morrow. 

Concorpb, N. H., Dec. 5.—On Monday the 
extraordinary application of Isaac B. Saw- 
telle tothe Supreme Court of New Hamp- 
shire will be heard tin this city by a full 
bench. The pending proceedings are with- 
out parallel in criminal history. 

A gentleman who Is supposed to speak with 
authority says that Sawtelle’s third affi- 
davit, which has been taken by his counsel, 
contains a shocking account of the manner in 
which he says he murdered his brother 
Hiram. He goes into the details of the crime 
and stoutly maintains that no third person 
was present. He tells how he carried the de- 
capitated body to the locality where, after 
digging a grave in the frozen earth,he buried 
it. Sawtelle says that he carried the head 
to a place: not far distant and buried 
that also. It is reported that parties 
under the direction of his counsel have been 
searching to find the spot where the htad 
was deposited and that the prosecution will 
send persons onthe same mission. It ts also 
said that Sawtelle describes how Hiram re- 
fused to signa paper relinquishing his inter- 
estin certain property which Isaac wished 
to secure, 

Inthe testimony which Sawtelle will give 
before the court some Very startling and sen- 
sational developments are promised. 

Isaac B. Sawtelle, who was convicted in 
this state about a yearagoof murder inthe 
first degree for killiag his brother, Hiram 
Sawtelle, is now under sentence of death, 
the date of his execution being fixed for Jan. 
5, 1892. The body of the slain brother was 
found ina pleceof woodsin Maine, near the 
boundry line between that State and this, 
but the jury whotried the prisoner were sat- 
isfled from the evidence that the killing was 
done in New Hampshire a the body was 
subsequently carried into Whine. The exact 
locality in which the murder was committed 
became acontrolling question in the case for 
two reasons, both vitally affecting the pris- 
oner: First, unless the fatal blow was in- 
flicted in New Hampshire the courts of that 
State had no jurisdiction to try the prisoner 
at all; and, secondly, ifthe crime was really 
committed In Maine the defendant would in 
any event escape the death penalty, as cap- 
a punishment has been abolished in that 
state. 

At the trial, which resulted in conviction, 
the defense was that Hiram Sawtelle had 
been killed by some one other than the 
prisoner. Now, when the day of execution is 
near at hand, the defendant hee admitted of 
the circumstances of the murder and finally 
asserts that he himself is solely responsible 
for his brother’s death, Heinsists, however, 
that the Killing occurred, notin New Hamp- 
shire, but within the limits of the State of 
Maine. Upon affidavits to this effect, the 
Supreme Court of New Hampshire will be 
asked to set aside the verdict and grant the 
prisoner a new trial. Probably this is the 
first case on record in whicha murderer has 
ever asked a court of law to%et aside his cons 
viction upon his own confession that he 
caused the death of the person slain. 

The questi before the court Is, of 
course, the oe: of the defendants claim. 
To settle thi it wi@® be necessary for the 
court to go over ali the evidence submitted 
atthe origMaltrial. Ifthe affidavit is true 
in the judgment of the court the case wil] 
have to goto the Maine Courts, where it is 
possible legal points against the second trig] 
will be made and it Is not out of the range of 
possibilities that Sawtelle, even in the face 
of his confession may go free. The motive of 
the crime was gain.

ONE: GREAT ISSUE. 
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Education the Problem of the Catholic 
Church in America. 


DECLARED BY ASSEMBLED PRELATES 
THE LEADING QUESTION OF THE DAY. 


Results of a “Sunday Post-Dispatch” In- 
quiry During Jubilee Week—Two Re- 
markable Pamphiets-—Civil and Re- 
ligious Educational Authority—Church 
or State Instruction? r 


During the past week, when there was rep- 
resented in St. Louis the full strength of the 
Catholic Church tn America inthe persons of 
the distinguished prelates yand priests 
assembled to do honor to the venerable 
Archbishop Kenrick, the Scunpay PostT-DIs- 
PATCH inaugurated a quiet but very thorough 
investigation along one special line 
of thought. Where, practically, the 
complete force of the American 
hierarchy was gathered together in one 
place at one time,there,it might be supposed, 
would be found most vividly. alive and most 
opportunely ready for a consensus of opinion, 
the questions and issues now uppermost in 
the church in this country. And where those 
questions and issues found their most able 
advocates on either side, and all came in for 
consideration and discussion, 
would be shown, naturally,in the clearest 
and most marked light, the one predominant 
Catholic issue of the day. The distinguish- 
ing and clear pointing out of that issue was 
one of the most significant results made pos- 
sible by the Kenrick Jubilee. 

With this groundwork of reasoning asa 
basis tor its investigation, the SUNDAY PosT- 
DISPATCH sought from these assembled prel- 
ates and clergy, who alone could make 
authoritative reply, an answer to the follow- 
ing question: 

THE GREAT QUESTION. 

‘*In your opinion what question is to-day 
the foremost, the most marked, and the most 
significant issue now before the Catholic 
Church in America for consideration and set- 
tlement?’’ 

The answer tothis inquiry was practically 
unanimous in its centralization upon one 
issue. AS the expressionof the assembled 
Amarican Hierarchy upon such a momentous 


that cannot well be overestimated. 

According tothe almost unanimous state- 
ment of the Catholic clergy of Amer- 
ica, the great predominan¢ issue in 
the Catholic Church in America  to- 
day is that of educatio1 This is pronounced 
inthe repliesto the SUNDAY PostT-DISPATCH 
inquiry to be the one subject of the gravest 
thought, the most earnest discussion, the 
most vital interest within the ‘church now 
claiming the attention of American Catholics. 
It trenches upon that delicate and 
dangerous church problem, the education 
of Catholic children; it has as 
one of its contingencies, the possible with- 
drawalof the duty of educating from the 
church; it points, accordingto some high 
clerical authority, toa Catholic sanction or 
education by the State, with the church’s ed- 
ucational work confined’ solely an: ex- 
clusively to the teaching of religious truths, 
\ aigesas the church alone can do with author- 
ty. 
The SUNDAY PoOSsT-DISPATCH made no effort 
to secure a discussion of this question, pro- 
nounced to be the one absorbing issue of to- 
day in the Catholic churchin America. The 
question is now being authoritatively dis- 
cussed and two leaders of opposing Catholic 
thought have already stated the issue as it 
stands within the Catholic ranks. 
Beyond their arguments there 
will be no public controversy, 
and a newspaper discussion of the issue by 
the Catholic clergy would not be dreamed of. 
But, on the authority of the clergy, this one 
question now stands pre-eminent, demand- 
ing tinal and conclusive settlement. 

The two leaders of Catholic thought, who 
have just defined the issue of Catholic educa- 
tioh in the United States, are the Rev. 
Thomas Bougulllon, D. D., professor of moral 
theology in the Catholic University of 
America at Washineton, D. C., and Rev. 
R. I. Holaind, S. J., lecturer on nat- 
ural law at the Georgetown University Law 
School, and lately professor of ethics inthe 
Jesuit House of Studies, Woodstock, Md. Dr. 
Bouguillon advocates the State’s right to 
educate, whiie Father Holaind represents 
the opposition of the Jesuits, the great 
Catholic educational order, to the establish- 
ment of an educational rival of the church, 
where Catholic education is the issue at 
stake. 

Dr. Bouquillon’s advocacy of education by 
the State is set forthin a pamphiet recently 
issued over his name and entitled: ‘‘Educa- 
tion: To whom does it belong?’’ In the pre- 
face, the author significantly says: 

In these pages theoretical principles only are dealt 
with. These are exposed from a Catholic staud- 
point. ‘The practical application of the princip!es 
doves not come within the purpose of the writer, it is 
not his office to give directions. He has written this 
pamphiet atthe request of ecclesiastical superiors. 

hey deem that a clear exposition of the 
pecpespres underliving the school question would be 
oth useful and opportune at this hour, when the 
practical difficulties in which it is involved have be- 
come nationai concerns, w@re it only to show that in 
the matter of education, as in allother social con- 
cerns, thetrue doctrine of the church is opposed 
neither to liberty weliunderstood noriothe just 
prerogatives of the State. 

Another line inthe paper states that the 
writer ‘‘has been guided by the light of the 
encyCclicals of Leo XIII. on civil power, the 
constitution of the States, liberty and the 
condition of the laboring classes.’’ -The 
writer then goes intoa most careful and log- 
ical argument in the opening of the pamphlet 
proper, reducing the subject matter to four 
questions—right to educate, mission to edu- 
cate, authority over education and Hberty of 
education. These questions are examined 
from the point of view of the individual, the 
family, the State and the Church. The three 
essential societies insiituted by God to work 
harmoniously in conducting manto his per- 
fection and his end are the domestic, the 
civil and the _ religioys. ‘ihe recipro- 
cal rights, duties and powers of 
these in the intellectual formation 
of man must also be determined in sucha 
discussion. Under the head of ‘‘The Right 
to Educate,’’ and considering right as an 
inviolacie faculty which may, however, be 
regulated, modified, restrictec, even sus- 
pended, the author treats first of ‘*The Right 
of Educating in the Individual,’’ as follows: 

BOUQUILLON’S REASONING. 

And, first, we say thatthe rightof educating be- 
longs naturaliy to every physical person. What is 
education? In a large sense itis to communicate 
what we know to one whodoes not know. Ina re- 
stricted sense it is to communicate after a methodical] 
and continuous fashion knowledge relative to re- 
ligion, morals, letters, sciences, the arts: or, it is 
to instruct and train childhood and youth, But 
every man has the right to communicate the truth 
aud to communicate it after the fashion that is most 
eflicacious and best adapted to those who wish to 
receive it. For this he needs no mandate from KOV- 
ernment. To allow to every citizen the right of ex- 
pressing Opinions by speech or by the press,and at 
the same time to deny Rian. asis gone in some coun- 
ete, the right of teaching is a monstrous contradic 

on.

a every moral person or corpora- 
tion. Thereason is plain. If every individual 
has the right of teaching what he is capable of 
teaching to whomsoever will accept his teaching. a 
collection or legitimate association of men endowed 
with a like capability must have the like right, 

This national right to educate, denying, 
however, .the right to teach error, vice or 
even truths that are injurious or inoppor- 
tune, has always, the writer States, been 
acknowledged by the church, and in support 
of the statement a list of authorities for such 
assertion then follows. 

Leaving the first head of his paper, the 
**Kight of the Family to Educate’’ is next ad- 
vanced. After covering the question of the 
authority and responsibility of parents in 
this connection, and their sacred rights as 
insisted upon by Pope Leo XIII in his encycli- 
cal to the Bishops of Bavaria, the following 
position is taken: 

However, this right is neither unlimited or abso- 
lute; it does not extend to error or vice; the parent 
has only the right to communicate to the child by 
himself or by others knowledge that is allowable. 
Moreover, this right is not inde endent, but subject- 
ed to the control of authority religious and civil with- 
in the prepes sphere ofeach. Hence, while parents 
may and shoul give moral and religious education to 
their chilaren, the church has the right and duty to 
scratinize and guide such education where faith ana 
morals are concerned. On the other hand the State, 
within the sphere of its powers, has a right of inspec- 
tion over the education imparted by the family, the 
siaes te operons it from becoming a source of moral 
50 * 

The dificult discussion of the ‘‘Right of the 
State to Educate,’’ is QO with the ut- 
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word ‘‘State,’’ and the authority borne by 
that social formation, the civil as distin- 


®guished from the religious power, and its just 


control of the sphere of temporal Interests as 
distjnguished from the spiritual, the writer 
says: 

These @nsiderations being premised to obviate all 
equivocation, we affirm unhesitatingly, and in 
accord, as we think, with the principles of sound 
theology and philosephy, and with the testimony of 
the tradition of the church, thatit must be admitted, 
asthe larger number of theologians do admit, that 
the State has the right to educate. * * * 
Civil authority has the right touseall ijegitimate 
temporal meansit judges necessary for the attain- 
mentofthe temporal common welfare, which is the 
end of civil society. Now among the most 
necessary means hee the attainment of 
the temporal welfare of the commonwealth is the

In support of assertions that all Christian 
nations have always held this opinion, the 
author cites numerous authorities, and also 
quotes the historical facts of the establish- 
ment of the great mediwval universities, of 
free and commercial or djstrict schools in 
the seventeenth century in the archdlocese 
of Spalatro with the consent of the Bishop, 
and the fact that the Bishop 
was only required by the congre gation of the 
Council to ‘‘exhort the mastersto teach re- 
ligion,’’ declaring also, howeyer, that he 
‘*may even compel themtodo so.’’ Follow- 
ing out the history of the State establishment 
of schools aud universities, this declaration 
is made: 

Finally, we have yetto learn that any Pope has 
ever deciared that the State went beyond its right in 
founding schools, provided the instruction be organ- 
ized in the spirit of Christianity. * * * 

Cardinal Zigliara affirms that nobody denies to the 
State the right to provide the best means for the in- 
tellectual and moral education of its subjects. Father 
Costa-Rousetti, aJesuit, lays down the thesis that the 
State has the right to found and direct schools. 
Father de Hammerstein, another Jesuit, does 
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hesitate to assert that public schools may be estab- | 
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lished by the civil authority.

One siginificant feature of the opposition to 
education by the State is treated as follows: 
At times we have heard serious men deny

State might abuse thatright. Thisis bad reasoning. 
The abuse that authority may make ofa ough ye eee 
destroy the right. You would notdeny to ¢t State 
the right of making laws, of deciaring war, because 
it would make bad laws,or lead the nation into unjust 
wars, Notonly is such reasoning bad, it is very im- 
prudent. Itis true that to-day more than ever we 
inu‘t be careful not to attribute to the 
State rights to which it is not entitled; 
but neither shoul’ we fal! into the contrary error and 
contest the rights to which it is entitled. That 
would be to deprive the State of powers it mavin- 
deed abuse at times, but also might rightly use; it 
would be tecondemn what governments faithful to 


their mission have done in the past and are doing to- | 


day. The opinion weare criticising will never pre- 
vent civilized nations from having public or govern- 
mental schools; but it will farnish the evil-minded a 
pretext for affirming that the church is hostile to the 
prerogatives of the State; it will prevent Catholics, 
when in power, from using a means that would be in 
the r hands a powerful agent for good. 


The ‘‘Right ofthe Cburch to Educate’’ ts 
more briefly touched upon, and the argument 
in this direction closes as follows: 

This right is a special right, proper to the church, 
direct as to revelation, indirect as toour knowledge, 
Moreover, if we consider the chureh merely as a 
hurban association, we cannot refuse to her the 
natural right to teach the truths she is adapted an: 
fitted to impart to men. Such right bélonys, as we 
have seen, to associations 

From these vital points of his pamphlet the 
writer then discusses the ‘‘Mission to Edu- 
cate,’’ as incumbent on parents, on the State 
and onthe church. The matter of parental, 
State and church authority over education is 

1ext touched upon, and the line of reasoning 
used on both topics may be shown from the 
closing paragraphs of the notable pamphiet: 

And now were we todefinein what consists true 
liberty of education, that liberty which is the honor 
of a pou worthy and capable of selt-government, 
we should say that it consists In the absence of all 
useless obstacies to the communication of truth on 
the part of individuals, familles, associations, of al! 
those ina word whoare fit to teach. This liberty, 
thanks be to God, exists in the United States, no- 
where so wide and sacred 

Education—to whom doesit belong? is the ques- 
tion with which we started out. We now make 
answer. It belongs to the individual physical or 
moral, to the family, to the state. tothe church: to 
none of these solely and exclusivelv, but to all com- 
bined in harmonions working for the reason that 
man is notan isolated butasocial being, Precisely 
in the bharmonions combination of these four factors 
in education is the difficulty of practical application. 
Practical application is the work of the men whom 
tod has placed atthe head of the chureh and the 
state, not ours. 

FATHER HOLAIND’S ANSWER. 

Rev. R. J. Holaind, 8.J., replies tothe 
pamphlet quoted aboveina paper entitled, 
**The Parent First. An Answer to Dr. Bou- 
quillon’s query, *Education—To Whom Does 
It Belong’’’’ The reply devotes space by 
touching upon every point raised by Dr. 
Bougulilon. Its strongest assault, however, 
is made upon ‘‘the assertion that the indi- 
vidual has the right to educate.’’ In attack- 
ing this position Father Hynes says: 

To educate is to exercise jurisdiction; it supposes 
authority in the educator and submission in the 
scholar. We deny that anyone has the right to 
educate the chilaren of anybody else unless the par- 
enis give him that power. The reason is briefly 
this: Jurisdiction (unless derived or delegated) 
cannot be found where the peculiar relation on 
whichit is founded is wanting; but the peculiar 
relation on which the jurisdiction of parents 
is based is found in the parents only; therefore, that 
jurisdictioncan be found in nobody else, except by 
derivation or delegation. * * * Of course this 
argument does not exclude a jurisdiction founded on 
another relation than paternity; a fortiori, on a title 
superior to it, such as a direct divine command; but 
itexcludes all individuals, moral or physical, who 
would claim education against the will of the parents 
without showing a title superior to paternity. 

Replying to the arguments advanced in 
support of civil authority over education, 
Father Holaind says: 

Are measures which infringe pre-existing and in- 
alienabie rights, such as those of parents, to be 
called legitimate? The doctor would answer that no 
right is infringed, because the parents are free to 
send their children to the Government schools 
or keep themathome. Ifso, we are satisfied; but 
let this qualification. go on record, * * * 
The consequence of the argument is, unfortunately, 
double, for itis one thing to use the means necessary 
for the diffusion—that is to say, to heip, to encourage 
those who diffuse—and- place the means at their dis- 
to teach directly or through 


nts. Moreover, to teach directly 


the right to educate.’’ 

Some idea of the intense interest manifested 
by Catholics in this question May be con- 
veyed by the statement that the pamphlets 
of both advocates pro and_ con as quofed 
above have hadan unprecedented sale in St.

That the ques- 
tion of education is recognized as the leading 
problem of to-day in the Catholic Church in 
America there can be no doubt. Its con- 
sideration and final settlement promise also 
a pecullarly interesting chapter in church 
history inthe near future, according to the 
opinion of many American prelates of the 
church who have faced the problem,

THEY WILL FOUND A MODEL WOMAN’S 
EOSPITAL IN THIS CITY. 


The Call Issued to the Women and Their 
Friends of St. Louis and Vicinity to 
Join in the Good Work-— Plans Outlined 
for the Endowment of Beds—The Board 
of Managers. 


Starting with the power ofthe names ofa 
score of the most prominent and charitablit 
ladies of St. Louis the Movement for estab- 
lishing a woman’s hospital for this city is set 
on foot. 

This great charity has long been in con- 
templation, butup tothe present its pro- 
moters did not until yesterday decide on 
callingto the effort of its completion the 
thousands of charitable people of a great 
community who are always found willing to 
do their share In the work of helping the de- 
serving, but less fortunate. The ladies who 
have taken up the great work have issued 
the following call, outlining the plan fora 
broad charity, which appeals to all. 

THE CALL. 
To the Women and their Friends of St. Louis and 
the Vicinity: 

For some time the erection of a woman’s hospital 
in the city of St. Louis jas been contemplated, but 


| thus far little has been done towards its realization. 
| itis now determined to bring the matter to public 
| notice and to make active preparations foran early 


consummation of this charitable purpose. 

The necessity for such an institution is plainly 
evident to everyone in any way concerfied in or con- 
nected with St. Louis charities. True, we have the 
female hospital, but it ptesents so many disad- 
vantages that it can by no means answer the needs of 
the case 

No management for such an institution can be 
successful where a change tn the administration 
oceurs whenever there is a change in the munt- 
cipal head, since the superintendents, ail 
of whom have been competent physicians 
have barely become acquainted With the detatis 


_ of the institution when they are compelled to give 
| way to a successor, Who must perforce serve an 
prenticeship before he is suffictently qualified to gov- | 


ap- 


ern the hospital. This condition is further aggra- 
vated by the utter impossibility of one man attend- 
ing to the business mansgementand to the medical 


supervision of the institution; and, again, so much. 


is now known of medicine that no one pretends to 
treat ali diseases. Those who have special training 
int he various lines of work must be called ip, 

The remoteness of the Female Hospitalisa source 
of much injury to patients who are taken there; no 
one can say how many poor women havea been seri- 
ously if not fatally affected by the long drive, 

Again does not the indiscriminate commingling of 
the immora] with the mora!, which does and must 
occur in a city institution, shock the good women of 
St. Louis? Noimprovement inthe former Class re- 
sults from such an arrangement and only evil to the 
latter. 

The women’s hospital contemplated will remedy 
these deficiencies. It will be centrally located and 
willbe constructed after the most modern and im- 
proved methods so that all that proper 
can do for a hospital will be appropriated. 

Each department of medicine will be represented 


on the Medical Board of Physi¢ians, who have given. 


to their respective specialities most . 
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stitutions in its construction and medical manage- 
ment, and we do not doubt that whatever physicians 
are selected they will give their services gratui- 
lously, 

The hospital will be non-sectarian im its govern- 
iment, yet it will be based upon those high principles 
which are inculcated in all religious: charity, kind- 
ness and fellow feeling. 

The amount of money which itis proposed to raise 
is $500,000, noris this too largeasum foracharity 
80 far-reaching amd necessary. 

It signifies a $1 contribution from every inhabitant 
of St. Louis. Let those who can afford it give for 
their less opulent brothers and sisters, and let no 
one be ashamed of his mite, however small! it may 
be. Then he who contributes $10,000 may have an 
added satisfaction, because, besides bestowing sv 
largely upon 60 commendablea charity, he will be 
paying the share of 10,000 of his jess fortunate 
brothers and sisters. Unless otherwise desired ail 
contributions will be announced in the pubiic press. 

Contributions may be seunttothe Board of Mana- 
agers, undersigned, or to the committees, 
which will be announced inafew days: in fact itis 
hoped and urged that every lady in St. Louis and 
the vicinity will feel that she is concerned in this 
charitable undertaking and will, by soliciting, col- 
lect as much as possible. 

The uames of the Board of Managers and 
committees will command the confidence of 
citizens, and they acceptthe duties and work de- 
volved upon them, being assured that St. Louis will 
respond fully and graciously to the call made upon 
her. She has succeeded in raising $1,000,000 to in- 
crease her trade and to advertise her industries dur- 
ing the next three years, and she will certaiuly not 
refuse to give half as much toa charity that will last 
for all time and which will be of such wide-spread 
benefit to her citizens. 

When this isdone the unfortunate women of our 
city and its vicinity will find theircup of bitterness 
lessened by the beneficent band of St. Louis taking 
out the dregs and leaving the sweetened extract o 
her charity. ’ 

Then, too, will there be some comfort for the 
mothers, who, in their iliness, have no loving hand 
to soothe the troubled brow, daughters who receive 
no parental care to protect them from disease; sis- 
ters whose lives are never free from sorrow and 
affliction. 

You who have your little comforts; whose com- 
plaints are few and evanescent; who live a life filied 
with some little blessings; the rich, the less rich and 
the well-disposed—we ask inthe name of the poor 
unfortunate sufferers, your sisters and our sisters, for 
contributions towards the erection ot this most prac- 
tical charity—a woman's hospital. 

He who takes care of every sparrow as it falls and 
who has decreed that whosvever gives to the poor 
lends to Him, will smile approvingly upou those 
who contribute to and encourage the erection of this 
hospital for women—the wives, mothers, daughters 
and sisters of men, 

At the first meeeting of the Board of Dt- 
tors, the following resolution was adopted: 

Be it resolved that, upon the donation of $5,000 to 
the Woman’s Hospital, the Board of Managers shall 
set aside a bed and shail name itafterthe donor and 
the donor and his successors shali have the privilege 
of nominating in perpetuity a patient to oceupy the 
bed free of charge. 

That, upon payment of $3,000, the donor shall 
have these same privileges during life. 

That, spon the payment of $300 the donor shall 
have these same privileges for one year. 

That churches, lodges and organizations of any 
kind shal! have these same privileges upon the pay- 
ment of $3 A sed year; twenty years upon the pay- 
meet of $3, and in perpetuity upon the payment

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—With the opening of 
the Fifty-second Congress the Senate re- 
ceives seventeen new members. Two years 
ago but six men took seats. Later eight Sen- 
ators of the incoming States of North and 
south Dakota, Montana and Washington ap- 
peared. Then followed the admission of 
Idano and Wyoming. Mahogany had to be 
telegraphed for; the Senate cabinetmaker 
worked nights to Keep up withthe call for 
new desks and chairs. 

In two years this staid and continuous old 
pody has been renewed to the extent of two- 
fifths ofits number by men whoily untried 
in its forms and methods of legisiation, 
wholly reckless and fearless of its traditions 
or its dignity. And Senator Edmunds re- 
signed. 

The new Senators representa good deal of 
diverse talent. There are among them what 
Mr. Edmvnds has called ‘‘Cowboy states- 
men,’’ and there are ‘‘old stagers,’’ ‘‘silk 
stockings’’ and ‘‘hayseeds.’’ At least oneisa 
millionaire;another is a physician; several 
are printers; one is a clergyman;a number 
are lawyers. They represent politically all 
shades of belief; a more motley crowd In this 
respect was never before seen. 

There is Mr. Peffer who Is an advocate of 
the Alliance with Republican learnings, and 
Mr. Irby who will temper his loyalty to the 
Alliance with as frequent support of the 
Democrats as may be possible. There ts John 
M. Palmer whose Democracy was drilled into 
him half a century ago when the memory of 
Old Hickory was fresh and green, and Gov, 
Hill whose name !s the synonym of practical 
politics.

From 
the South comes John B. Gordon, the pro- 
gressive new school Democrat, and Rk. H. M, 
Davidson, an old-fashioned Southern Bour- 
bon. 

The Congressional Directory when it Is 
printed will classify new recruits as follows: 
Republicans, 5; Democrats, 9; Farmers’ Alli- 
ance, 3, This summing up shows a gain of 
one seat for the Republicans and three for 
the Democrats. The death of Senator Hearst 
of California gives a Democratic seat to 
Charley Felton, formerly a Republican mem- 
ber ofthe House. Illinois, New York and 
Wisconsin each send Democrats to succeed 
Republicans. Besides this there Is the Repub- 
lican loss, if not Democratic gain, in the fact 
that South Dakota and Kansas have displaced 
two Republicans by sending Mr. Kyle and 
Judge Peffer of the Alliance.

ECONOMY VILLAGE, 


A VALLEY OF PLENTY WHERE A 
STRANGE COMMUNITY LIVES, 


The Village Home of the Followers of 
Joseph Ropp-—A Place Where Marrisge 
Is Not Countenanced-—The Richest 
Community in the Country. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY Post-DIsraTcnu. 
PITTSBURG, Pa,, Dec. 3.—Bread and wine 
are given share and share alike to all who 
live in the strange commonity upon which I 
am castinga glance at this moment. One 
hundred and forty loaves of bread a day feed 


from grapes grown in the village are in one 
great cellarto wash it down. A primitive 
wine press and the han(s of the natives brew 
this Juice of the grape ads well as knead the 
bread forthe community. If this were al 
perhaps I could not get a story out of the 
quaint town, which is just at this moment 
a feather in my eye. The place is 
well named ‘‘Economy.’’ Herelive a peo- 
ple with strange customs, who are noted for 
their industry and frugality. All is smiling 
in the midst of peace and’ plenty; quiet and 
beauty hover likea white dove over thrift, 
energy and religion that teaches new dnc- 
trines. Thereis a mystery overall things, 
and yet no mystery to him who asks. If 
there be silence in ‘‘Economy,’’ itis of that 
soft and tender order which peculiar people 
living within themselveg give to their every 
actand utterance. They sing while they 
brew wine and make bread. They live among 
flowers, shrubbery and creeping vines, 
wearing atalitimes the white flower of a 
blameless life. 

The brick houses built a hundred ‘years ago 
are fronted and fretted with grapevines trom 
foundation toeave. The vines are so trained 
and cut in the autumn they look Jike brown 
stripes of whipcord on the re@ bricks. In the 
summer they are one tangled mass of green. 
In the fall they bear fruit for the vintage. 
This carries out the very theory of product 
and government which gives the settlement 
the name of ‘‘Economy.’’ Here everything 
is turned to the useful; frugality is taught, 
not ina harsh, but ina gentle way. Thrift is 
in the air just as subtle aseiectricity is in the 
frog. it cannot be seen, but is always felt, 
sllient but potent. 

WHERE MAD ANTHONY CAMPED. 

There are not more than four hundred 
souls in this singular Pennsylvania village, 
which les a few miles west of Pittsburg. 
The place stretching along a rich piateau 
which skirts the Obio River for several miles, 
ends at the old fort where mad Anthony 
Wayne lefta cannon in his camp many years 
ago, which not long since was sold for old 
iron. The scenery all about the town Is 
ogee ge The river flows between brown 
ills at this time of the year. Scenes of 
country side and village make the many 
thousand acres owned by a curious German 
sect smile with contentment and plenty. 
There is beauty along the horizon and money 
in the pocket. 

It is a queer religion that teaches, first that 
thetwo cardinal principles of life are in- 
dustryand integrity ;.second that marriage 
in most cases isonly lNecensed prostitution. 
Itis sotaught here. Yetthese people live 
together year in and year outand are meg A 
in their solitude,if you may call home by 
that name, where all the best elements of life 
set The outside world knows little or 
nothing of this place which in itselfis a 
picture of thrift and wealth. Yet 
the trains of the great Pennsylvania 
raliroad system carry you past Economy 
many timesaday. Whoever has read Long 
fellow’s poem of ‘‘Uld St, David at Kadnor,’’ 
in which he describes the little church among 
the trees, where old Mad Anthony Wayne is 
buried, will find a suggestion of those beau. 
tiful lines among the gulleys, fertile fields 
and smiiing homes of this wonderful settie.- 
ment, where the giory of Gen. Wayne is still 
refiected in the camp he made at this place. 

GEO. BAPP, THE FOUNDER. 

Years aco in Germany religious bigotry 
took a twist on the nose of George Kapp, who 
was a great character in those times. He 
= the old church in Wurtemberg and 
ounded a little religion of his own. 
Lord Jesus was taken as the pattern 
for the individual, and the 
of the first Christians, brought about 
througn the outpouring of the holy spirit, 
was taken asthe model for the commune. 
Earnest men do mauy foolish, as well as 
many big things, and it has often been sald 
by the wise ones that only great results come 
from adversity. It was Father Kapp, who, 
born in 1757, founded the Harmony society in 
16, and which, though they number how 
only a hancful, are nevertheless to-day 
among the richest communities in the 
world.

‘*How do you knowthat youruncle was 
rich?’’ I asked Maude, when the shower of

THE CAUCUS OPENS. 

The caucus promptly resumed its session at 
the appointed hour, 10 a. m.
